falling an easy prey to the Japanese. 
The Sussian army in Manchuria 
consists on paper of forty divisions 
of 15,000 men ‘each, or 600,000 
men in -all, but its real strength 
is evidently very much less than 
this, After the battle of Mukden, 
Kuropatkin is supposed to have still 
had under him 200,000 men; the 
. Japan Daily Mail” adds 60,000, a 
very liberal estimate, for men who 
returned to duty after the battle; 
further, it is calculated than 1,500 
men aday have been coming in over 
the railway from Russia for 140 
days, or 210,000-men in all, and this 
is probably un exaggeration, for badly 
supplied und fed as Linievitch’s army 
is, it must have had some food and 
forage sent from Russia. Accepting 
these figures, however, the Russian 
army now amounts, without any 
allowance for’ sickness, to 470,000 
men; quite enough to take the 
offensive, if Linievitch were really 
determined to justify his supposed 
message to the Czar. But, as we have 
suggested, the inaction in Manchuria 
is easily explained if the Generals on 
both sides know that peace is really 
being made as we hope and think

It appears that on 
the afternoon of tho 10th inst. the de- 
consed went out for a rido along tho 
Yangtsepoo Road, when the pony bolted, 
and one of the reins breaking, the rider 
fell, receiving terrible injuries to his head, 
causing the brain to protrude. Ho was 
vonveyed to Dr. Sasaki’s hospital and 
attended to but -died the samo night, 
Tho decoasod was a roserve Japanese 
cavalry-man and had'boon for some time 
in Shanghai as engineer at the Cotton 
Spinning mill. 

A very sad occurrence on the river on 
Sunday yfternoon has to be recorded. A 
party went to Minghong on the steam 
launch Marguerite at 10 in the morning, 
and everything went along satisfactorily 
until about half-way back when between 4 
and 5 o'clock Mr, Joseph Hicks, of Messrs, 
Llewellyn & Co., was found to be missing, 
From the facts to hand it appears that the 
party were in the cabin trying to rid them- 
selves of some of the mud which they had 
on their clothing—ewused by the heavy 
downpour when they were on shore— 
when Mr. Hicks went on deck, togk a 
bucket, and giving the rope a torn 
or two round his wrist, dropped it into 
the watér. The launch was travelling 
at a speed of from eight to nine knots 
at the time, and when the bucket filled 























+ the strain on the rope was so great as to 


pull the deceased overboard. Mr, Hicks 
could uot swim and was drowned before 
anyone knew what had occurred; a Chinese 
making “the report that one master had 
fallen into the river. 
was made to recover the body, but without 
success. Mr. Hicks was about 25 years of 
age and only arrived in Shang from 
home about four months ago. He was a 
Scotsman of a studious, retiring disposition 
and his desth is a great shock to his friends. 
On Monday dragging operations were 
carried out, and the Coroner was informed 
the body has not yet been recovered.

PRESIDENT 
ROOSEVELT AND THE 
BOYCOTT. 


12th August. 

‘Tux Boycott has extended so far 
beyond the ideas of its original 
promoters, has- become so irrespon- 
sible, and is calculated to be so dam- 
aging not only to the Americans, but 
to all foreigners in China and their 
trade and prosperity, that the .U. S. 
Government at any rate has deter- 
mined to take a firm stand, and Mr. 
Rockhill, the American Minister at 
Peking, has been directed by Presid- 
ent Roosevelt to notify the Chinese 
Government: that’ that Government 
will be held directly responsible for 
the full observance of Article XV of. 
the. U, S. Treaty of Tientsin, 1858 :— 

“Abeach of the ports open to 
commerce, . citizens of the United 
States shall be permitted to import, 
from abroad, and .sell, purchase, and 
export all merchandise of which the 
importation or exportation is not 
prohibited by the laws of the Em- 

ire, is 

Ms The United States Government. 
holds that the boycott, by its inter- 
ference with trade, is a breach of this 
article, and proposes to hold the 
Chinese Government responsible for 
that breach. “It is to be hoped that 
the Government will’ act promptly, 
for it is impossible to say how widely 
and deeply the boycott will extend, if 
it isnot stopped. Anti-foreign pro- 
clamations are already appearing at 
the river ports full of lying charges 
and misstatements, and we know + 
experience how small a pretext will 
start the predatory classes in China 
into action. - There is, besides, the 
certainty of avery serious financial 
crisis here, if the boycott is not stop- 
ped, inwhich natives will suffer at 
least as much as foreigners. 

In his recent instructions as to the 
carrying outof the Chinese Exclusion 
‘Act, President Roosevelt has: done 
everything possible to satisfy the 
complaints of the Chinese, and it is 
now the duty of the latter to wait 
and see the text of the new treaty. 
‘The Chinese Government, blind as it 
is. must be able, surely, to realise the 
dunger of antagonizing tlie United 
States, as well as all other Powers 
that participate in the foreign trade 
of China. 

* A‘ scrutiny of the dates in the 
Wuhu proclamation published yes- 
terday ‘in ‘these columns is decidedly 
interesting and suggestive, The pro- 
clamation was issued on the 30th 
ult, and its writer says that he re- 
ceived the dispatch from the G »vernor 
on which it is founded on the 13th 
nit, so,that it took him: seventeen 
days to make up his mind to issue the 
proclamation, But the more import- 








anit question is: Was or was not a 
similar dispatch sent to the Taotai 
here nearly a month ago? And if it 
was sent, why has the Taotai done 
nothing to discourage the boycott ? 
It will have to be discouraged now, 
and none will be better pleased at its 
total suppression than the Chinese 
merchants in Shanghai who, like 
Frankenstein, have created a monster 
which has got beyond their control. 





THE COLLAPSE OF 
RUSSIA, 


TIL 
L4th August. 

“GeRMANY and Morocco” is the 
third of the five: papers denling with 
the Russian collapse. Mr. Austin F, 
Harrison sketches boldly and well 
the events leading up to the present 
situation, the gradual grouping of 
the -Europedn Powers, the British 
alliance with Japan, all based on fear 
of Russia : the pricking of the bubble 
by Japan, even ‘the myth of the 
redoubtable Cossacks being swept 
away ; and thus the creation-of a new 
outlook with Russia ‘as the “sick 
man.” Nobody had foreseen it, 
Over a game of billiards at Wies- 
baden the Kaiser had seeured the 
safety of the Czat’s western frontier, 
so that his best troops might go to 
certain victory in the Far East.~ No 
Continental doubted Russian success. 
Only Japan thought otherwise, and 
as the result ofher success in Eastera 
Asia thé world sees German inter- 
ference in Western Africa, where 
thanks to some dilatoriness on the 
part of France she has loudly claimed 
aheating. Had the French Govern- 
ment acted before the battle of 
Mukden the German entanglement 
would not have arisen. 

Mr. Harrison says in other words 
what we have already seen in M. de 
Pressensé’s article, that M. Deleassé’s 
one capital fault was that he neglect- 
ed his enemies. Prince von Biilow 
“spotted” this weakness, and used 
it to the discomfiture of the most 
dangerous rival he has ever known, 
working “with consummate adroit- 
ness to bring about his fall.” The 
entente cordiale was a great blow to 
German diplomacy. Sdme plain- 
spoken articles and an indiscreet 
speech or two alarmed it umazingly, 
and it was feared across the Rhine 
that an Anglo-French assault on the 
Fatherland was within measurable 
distance. Anything was. possible 
with Deleassé at the helm. He had 
undermined the Triple Alliance; he 
was band in glove with Russia; he 
had come to an agreement with 
England. 3 

‘Phen came the Russian collapse 
at Mukden. The Kaiser went to 
Tangier. M. Deleassé resigned. 
‘An inguest is to be held over 
Morocco, and Germany is advertis- 








ing to. the world the nature of 
her most cherished designs so long 
subdued by force of circumstances. 
France is devoted to ce, It is 
therefore safe to browbeat her.. “ Our 
own desires,” says Mr, Harrison (i.e., 
British desires respecting French 
action in Morocco) “have not even 
been consulted. . We stand, and shall. 
continue to stand, by France simply 
because werentered into an agreement 
with her to-do so, Seldom has 
British policy been moré dignified 
or correct.” Hence thdugh the 
Kaiser h.3 kad the boyish. satisfac- 
tior of -..L1r a rival humbled he 
haz not gob one ‘inch “nearer a 
reversal of that rival’s policy. Eng- 
land and France are ‘far cloeor to- 
gether than they were ‘on the eve of 
the Tangier trip. And herein lies 
the German error." “In the (riend- 
ship of France and England Geér- 
many sees hostility to herself, Ger-. 
|man policy looks far ahead. It 
works silently for the future. It 
seems to havé made up its mind 
that England is the enemy.” Mr. 
Harrison thinks Russia for the next 
twenty years is politically a dead 
letter, and suggests that to avoid 
finding herself the “dupe or the 
vassal of the German Chancellor,” 
France should, brace hérself to in- 
dependent’ action, 
Gerwany anv BELGrum. 

Mr. Demetrius C. Boulger, who 
discusses the subject under this head 
defines British foreign policy ns a 
succession of blunders repaired by 
strokes of genius such as the allintice 
with Japan and the entente with 
France. England’s work has been 
done in the East by Japaa alone. 
If a blow. falls in Lorraine, ‘‘ England 
must be ready to do her share.” So 
thinks Mr. Boulger, who then’ pro- 
ceeds to examine into the alleged 
“gravitation of Belgian : opinion 
towards Germany.” Anglo-Belgian 
relations have steadily deteriorated 
since 1885. Ex-Ministers’ have said 
that England could .be no ‘longer 
expected to champion ‘Belgium in 
every eventuality. Dr. ‘Leyds (how, 
unfamiliar’ now that once familiar 
name) has left a legacy of ill-will, 
and since then our exposure of the 
Congo atrocities has added to the 
resentment. So now, says the writer, 
at Brussels it is the protection of. 
Germany that is solicited and relied 
upon, A recent telegram, it may be 
remembered, referred to a German 
official speech on ‘the subject of the 
neutralisation of Belgium, where 
it is feared that a passage down the 
valley of the Meuse with Lidge for 
a base of offensive operations would, 
jin case of war, prove too strong a 
temptation for France to resist. 
Advantages and — disadvantages 
are weighed. A’ victorious France 
might incorporate Belgium as a 
simple department, a victorious 
: Germany could do no’ more thu in- 
+ sisb on union in the Zollverein, 
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Ini Holland, German propaganda 
has been less pronounced having less 
need. No one menaces Holland— 
unless it be Germany herself. 

Mr. Boulger thinks Germany “is 
girding up ber loins to crush France 
while Russia is too crippled to come 
to her aid.” How is England to 
prevent it? We are strong enough 
at sea to prevent Germany from 
harming. us while e kill her trade 
and capture her colonies. But it is 

“argued she would prevail over 
Fraice, an’ doing so would impose a 
limit on French military armament 
thus enabling her to lessen her own 
and devote her resources to ship- 
building. Many assumptions have 
to be made in all these speculations, 
and seeing that we are not popular 
at the moment with Belgium, Mr. 
Boulger turns elsewhere and the 
deus ee machint who is to prevent 
the “crime against humanity,” ie. 
the German attack on France, is the 
Austrian Emperor, “ Austria, like 
England, would be permanently in- 
jnred if the schemes for final humilia- 

_ tion of France were to be carried out. 
Her subservience to Prussia would 
be made permanent, the projects of| 
the Pan-Germans would be soon put 
into effect, and the long-talked-of| 
disruption of the Dual Empire could 
not be averted. But a bold stan 
now may bring salvation. Opposi- 
tion to Germany may remedy the 
political evils in Hungary, where the 
Germans sare hated: with a fervour 
which rivals thas of the typical 
Ulsterman for his Catholic country- 
man. It will rally to the Hapsburgs 
all the elements of loyalty that still 
abound in their wide-stretching 
dominions.” 

The subjection of France, Mr. 
Boitlger says,“ England must at all 
costs not permit.” 

Great Brirarn, GERMANY, AND 

Sea Power. 

This is the fifth and- last of the 
papers dealing with the facts and 
results of the Russian collapse. We 
need not dwell upon it at any length, 
having recently devoted space to the 
lntest naval developments. But Mr. 
Machray points to the undoubted 
fact that if Russia persists in con- 
tinuing the war now that her navy is 
goue, the value of Japanese sea- 
power will be but negative ; a lesson 
for England to ponder over. In 
short the present war proves that to 
fine ‘fleets there should be added 
formidable armies. A‘n examination 
of the controversy over. the Lee 
speech and Admiral Fitzgerald’s 
paper in the “Deutsche Revue” is 
followed by Prince von Bitlow's 
dictum, “It is not to be tolerated 
that any foreign power should say to 
us, ‘Tbe world is disposed of & 
Like the British, the French, 

- and the Russians we also have a 
right to a greater Germany.” But 
the world answers interrogatively, 


in earnest is the essence of Ger- 
man character,” says onr author, 
German earnestness must be met 
by British earnestness, and German 
preparations by British prepara- 
tions on a fav greater scale. ‘This, 
without following the writer into 
details, will, we imagine, be the 
outcome. The British nation is 
awake, alert, determined. ‘The col- 
lapse.of Russia has seriously affected 
che military balance in Europe. 
The naval supremacy remains un- 
changed. 





THE PROSPECTS OF 
PEACE. 
15th August. 

IN considering the prospects of 
peace it must always be remembered 
that there are a large number of 
people very much interested in 
keeping the Stock Exchanges of the 
countries where Japanese avd Rus- 
sian loans are held ina state of excite- 
ment; and further that the commu- 
nications made with more or less 
mystery to Press correspondents have 
sometimes other motives than the 
simple and kindly desire to keep the 
world informed of the real progress 
of negotiations. The Press corres- 
pondent, and more so in the United 
States than anywhere else, has taken 
the place of the sapewr of the French 
proverb, inasmuch as to him certainly 
nothing is sacred. All that we know 
of the Japanese terms and the 
view taken of them by the Russian 
plenipotentiaries we only know from 
the newspaper correspondents at 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire; and 
that little town must be as full of 
“bunders” ns {Shanghai was at the 
time of the Boxer troubles. One of| 
these evident bunders was sent home 
by the “Daily Telegraph” corres- 
pondent, that the Japanese Envoys 
were not armed with full power to 
negotiate; it is certain that if this 
were the case, we should have heard 
at once that there was a serious hitch 
ia the negotiations, and the Japanese 
are the last people to give sucha 
cause of offence to President Roose- 
velt. 

There is a general agreement as to 
what the Japanese terms are, though 
no official statement of them has been 
made, and they are just those which 
it was supposed, before the confer- 
ecce met, that Japan would demand, 
with two additions ; the retrocession 
to Chinn of any privileges granted to 
Russia in Manchuria and the grant 
of fishing rights to Japan on’ the 
Siberian littoral from Viadivostock to 
Bering Sea. The demand for the 
former of these will doubtless please 
China, and it follows naturally on 
Japan’s expressed intention to enforee 
the principle of the Open Door in 





‘are as indispensable to the people 
of the coast of Eastern Siberia as 
they are valuablz to the Japanese, 
It is obvious that the Japanese are 
not asking for the exclusive right of 
fishing on the Siberian littoral; but 
the Japanese fishermen are so much 
bolder and more enterprising than 
the present holders of the right that 
there would be little left for the 
latter if the Japanese were once 
admitted to their waters; and there 
would be endless fights and disputes, 
deep sea fishermen being the most 
jealous and quarrelsome race of 
mortals everywhere. 

No one seriously questions the 
right of Japan to demand an in- 
demnity; there is no reason to 
suppose that the demand will be an 
exorbitant one, and Mr. de Witte 
knew perfectly iell before he left 
Cherbourg. that it would have to be 
wet; it will be noted that the in- | 
demnity is not among the ‘terms | 
which the Russians. have rejected, 
according to the latest telegram from 
the “Kokumin’s” foreign " corres- 
pondent at Portsmouth, N. H.; its

aceoptance of a fait weoompli ; and if 
Russia consents to Japan’s demand 
that she shall evacuate the whole 
of Manchuria, she can say that 
she is only carrying out the pro- 
mise she madé some time ago. 
‘That Japan should take the railway 
south of Harbin is a demand that 
was fally expected, and an ender 
vour will n» doubt be made to show 
that it does not belong to Russia, 
but to the Chinese-Exstern Railway 
Co., a commercial concern in which 
China is Inrgely interested; Japan 
is probably quite prepared to explode 
this pretence if it is brought forward. 
The protectorate over Corea is ai 
other fait accompli; Corea is x 
country that cannot possibly stand 
alone, and a Rassian protectorate 
would be impossible for Japan; while 
a Japanese protectorate does no real 
injury to any one. ‘The limitation of 
Russia’s naval strength in the Far 
East is one of those restrictions that 
are more valuable on paper than 
they are in practice. It may seem 
at first sight that such a limitation 
would enable Japan to reduce her 
own n-val budget when peace is 
declared, but under any circumstances 
it must be years before Russia can 
be a formidable naval power again; 
and such a limitation as this offends 
Russia's amour propre more then i

injury to. her own interests. 
at while the negotiations for peace 
are going on, both sides should be 
continuing to take the measures 
necessary for curryiug on the war is, 
of course, to be expected. It is only 
natwal that Russia should indig- 
nantly repudiate the suggestion that 
she is a suppliant for peace and must 
vontess ‘herself vanquished, bub we 
have not lost our conviction. tliat 
peace will be made at Portsmouth, 
and this, we note, is the latest belief 
of the American Press, the bewilder- 
ing and inconsistent telegrams of 
Suturday and Sunday last notwith- 
standing. . 














THE CHINESE 
IMPERIAL POST 
OFFICE. 


16th August, 

New comers to Shanghai who see 
the yellow vans with “C. I. P. 0.” on 
them being driven about the streets 
cannot be expected to realise, unless 
they make special enquiries, what a 
comparatively new institution iv is, 
how it has attained its present wide- 
spread usefulness without any expert 
assistance, and what a constant flood 
of criticism and occasional obloguy it 
has.passed throngh before renching 
its present position of solid achieve- 
mént. Mr, Piry begins his report, 
just issuéd, on ‘the Working of the 
Post Office for the yoar 1904, by 
telling us that “the Chinese Post 
Office’ was, established’ by Imperial 
D-cree on the 20th March 1896, as 
the result ofa long experiment begun 
as far back as 1861 by the Inspector- 
General of the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime Customs Service, Sir Robert 
Hart;” from which, however, it must 
not be assumed that Sir Robert was 
Inspector-General in 1861. 

Mr. Piry mentions how, early in 
the sixties, the Customs undertook 
the transmission of mails, by river 
steamer and cvurier overland, be- 
tween Shanghai, * Chinkiang, and 
Peking, in the wiuter, when the 
coast steamers stopped running. The 
service was so useful, “that in 1876, 
“when the Chefoo Convention wns 
being negotiated, the Tsuagli Yamén 
authorised“ the Inspector-General to 
inform the British Minister, Sir 











Thomas Wade, thai it was prepared 
to sanction the establishment of a 
National Postal system, and willing 
to make it a treaty stipulation that 
postal establishments should ‘be 
opened at once. Unfortunately, 
through, so to speak, a conspiracy 
of silence, the insertion of the 
postal clause was omitted in. the 
official text of the treaty, and 
thus the project was postponed sine 
die.” However, more Customs post 
offices were opened, wnd in 1878 
Customs postage stamps were issued, 
and in the same year China was 
formally invited to join the Postal 
Union. The French were ready to 
hdraw their post office in Shang- 
, and so was the Bri 
master-General at Hongkong, while 
the acquisition by the Customs of 
the Shanghai Local Post Office, be- 
longing to the Municipal Council, 
was also discussed. But nothing de- 
finite was done uutil, twenty: years 
after the Chefoo -Convention, the 
decree of 1896 appeared, creating an 
Imperial Post for all China, under 
the Inspector-General of Customs. 
‘The hesitation on the part of the 
Chinese Government was due to the 
existence of the Imperial Government | 
Courier Service, which carries Go- 
vernment dispatches all over China ; 
and to indisposition to.interfere with 
the native letter hongs, “long used 
and respected by the people. Both 
give employment to legions of couri- 
ers aod are still necessuy to the 
requirements of an immense nation; 
they can neither be suppressed, 
transformed, nor replaced at a stroke, 
‘Lhe Imperial decision therefore only 
gave final sanction to a new and 
vast undertaking, but abolished no- 
thing ; it is through competition and 
long and persevering efforts that the 
two older systems must be gradually 
superseded, and the implantation of 
the National Post Office patiently 
pursed.” The account which Mr Piry 
gives of these two. institutions, the 
growth of centuries among an essen- 
tially practical people, is very well 
worth reading, but is too long for 
quotation; what is perhaps more 
interesting isthe way in which the 
new Customs Post Office has dealt 











with them. The Government Courier 
Service is gradually disappearing 
altogether, as the authorities find 
that the new service, itself, of course, 
a Government institution, fulfils all 
their requirements. As to the native 
letter hongs, Mr. Piry says :— 

“ From the first a most considerate 
policy was adopted towards them 
and the ordinary native establish- 
ments of the -interior; this policy 
was sketched out in 1897 -by the 
Inspector-General himself in “the 
following words: ‘Chisese mer- 
cantile firms have for ages been 
doing postal work all over the Em+ 
pire, nob only at the few ports 
where the Imperial Post Office is 





innumerable places at which if can- 
not be established -for many a year, 
and have been making both a goo:t 
livelihood and handling correspon- 
dence, parcels, &c., in a suitable and 
convenient manuer for-a very large 
public: they are thus necessary. 
It was therefore decided to en- 
courage’ their continuance aud de- 
velopment, and in order to regularise 
matters and “bring all into line, to 
begin by the registration of such 
firms as have business houses at the 
treaty porls, to artange for the 
carriage of their interport mails, to 
require all who thus registered to 
send such interport mail matter, etc., 
through the Imperial Post Office for 
the conveyanee of letters, ete. 40 and 
from places inlund, Special regu- 
lations have been drain upin this 
sense for their guidance and obser- 
vance, and while their constituents 
will continue to pay them as before 
for transmitting correspondence a 
native rates fixed by themsel: 
such firms, on the other hand, are 
to pay a transit fee to the Imperial 
Post. Office, which has undertaken 
the conveyance of their interport 
mails according to special tariff, 
Accordingly, these native estab- 
lishments—of which more than 300 - 
have already been registered—will 
function for some time to come 
almost: independently alongside of 
the Imperial Post Office, but 
they will eventually be absorb-d 
and’ gradually merged in the 
public Postal Service of the Empire 
without being inconvenienced or sup- 
pressed,” . How circumstances have 
ermitted this liberal progratame to 
¢ followed hitherto and with whab 
results will be found explained fur-, 
ther on in the course of this report. 
“Another difficulty, also special to 
Ghina, is found in the foreign post 
offices established at the treaty ports. 
At the present day their presence and 
mereasitig number affect and concern 
not a little the Imperial administra- 
tion. Two or three of. different 
nationalities were originally estab- 
lished at Shanghai, the terminus port 
of forei:n mailboats, and were re- 
quired there, and are still so, for the 
passing of -international correspon- 
denge nbroad. But they have since 
extended atid opened at numerous 
ports, where French, British, German, 
and Japanese post offices are now 
found doing a work for which the 
national post office alone would suffice. 
Not only do they curtail the 
legitimate share of the latter in the, 
interport carriage of correspondence, 
but the spreading of alien establich- 
ments at places where they are nob 
wanted js. resented, aud retards ip 
this country the popularity of an 
instiéution so closely “resembling 
them.” There is some “reasoa to 
suspect, however, that many of these 
post offices, though incidentally postal 
are primarily political; they are peys

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THE BOYCOTT. 


17th August. 

We asked the other day whether 
the Chinese merchants here did not 
think the boycott bud gone far 
enough; their answer practically is 
that ib has gone not only far enough, 
but a great deal too far, for it has 
got beyond their control altogether, 
the reins having been taken up by a 
crowd of irresponsible students and 
talkers, who are full of patriotism 
because they have nothing to lose 
but their beads, which in a sense 
they have lost already. “The boy- 
cott has spread so dangerously in the 
country, urged on by inflammatory 
posters, and pictures, and pamphlets, 
in which Americans are reviled 
almost in the fashion of Chou Han, 
-and terrible stories are told of the 
cruelties practised on Chinese im- 
migrants at American ports and 
other places, that we understand 
that unquestionably English goods 
are now being returned from’ the 
country as unsaleable, because they 
were imported here by a firm sup- 
posed to be American. We are 
glad to know that the Waiwupu has 
telegraphed orders to H. E, Chou 
Fu, the Viceroy at Nanking, to use 
every effort to ‘suppress the boycott 
in his jurisdiction. The Diplomatic 
Body generally has taken up the 
question, and when our Taotai te- 
turns, he will be asked to explain 
why it is he has not ordered the issue 
here of the anti-boycott proclamation, 
similar to that issued at Wuhu, 
which thé magistrates nt Sungkiang, 
which is within his honour Yuan's 
Taotaiship, have put forth there, 
We understand that the Chinese 
merchants here have asked the 
General Chamber of Commerce to 
assist them in undoing the work 
they so imprudently inaugurated, 
but the movement has become so 
eneral now that the Central 
overnment, through the proviueial 
authorities, must put it down. Pe- 
king must be made to realise the 
gravity of the movement, which from, 
eing anti-American, is becoming 
anti-foreign and auti-dynastic, H.E. 
Yuan Shih-k'ai has suppressed it so 
thoroughly in his jurisdiction that 
the Chinese merchants at Tientsi 
are now ordering “from America di 
ect goods which would otherwise 
have been imported from Shanghai, 
and the Japanese administration at 
Newchwang will have none of the 
boycott.on any account. Our Taotai 
when he comes back must be made 
to understand that unless he sup- 
resses the. boycott here, it will 
infallibly bring ‘on the most serious 
financial crisis that Shanghai has 
experienced, with heavy losses to 
foreign, and losses’ that will mean 
ruin to native, merchants and ban- 
kers. A very heavy responsibility 
rests on Viceroy ‘Chou Fu;. what 
Yusn:Shih-k’ai has done he can do, 





and he is expected to do it prompt- 
ly, every day’s delay. increasing the 
danger. Two thoughtful letters on 
the boycott will be found in our 
columns to-day, both written by 
American citizens. Mr. Grafton 
repeats what we have said more than 
once ; that the threat of the boycott 
was effective, as the American papérs 
show, in making the Americans 
realise the injustice that has been 
done for years by “asinine imui- 
nt inspectors ;” but as. soon as 
resident Roosevelt and the Amer-. 
ican people understood how the 
provisions ,of the Exclusion Act were 
being abused by the inspectors, 
strict injunctions were issued to 
these inspectors to change their 
attitude altogether. If the former 
treatment of the exempt immigrants 
justified the threat of the boyco,tt 
‘the present position does not justify 
for a minute the dangerous anti- 
foreign complexion that the boycott 
; has now assumed, as we are sure Mr, 
‘ Grafton himself would now concede, 
The letter signed “Onlooker” 
jsives a very forcible yet temperate 
presentation of the other side of the 
question. That there has been a 
grent deal of fraud in the past on 
the part of the Chinese is undoubt- 
‘ed, but there is unfortunately reason 
} to believe that in many cases these 
} frauds were connived at by American 
; officials on this side of the Pacific, 
'Tt is important, too, for the Chinese 
who ure now raging against their 
best friends, the Americans, to re- 
member that, as “Onlooker” points 
out, “while the charges of harsh, 
humiliating, and discriminating 
treatment of the Chinese in entering 
the United States are, iti_ many 
cases, well 
have as much liberty in the country, 
after they once pass the Custom- 
house, as they would have in. any 
other country in the world—much 
more than they enjoy in their own 
country.” “Onlocker” goes on to 
remind the Chinese—and it ought 
not to be necessary to remind them— 
of what the Americans, as a people 
and as individuals, have done for 
their elevation. An enormous 
stream of American money, freely 
sent without any idea of putting the 
Chinese under an obligation, pours 
steadily into China for the main- 
tenance of schools, hospitals, and 
other charitable objects, Not only 
is this very boycott in its methods 
the fruit of American teaching, but 
many of its hot-hexded promoters 
and supporters have received their 
education in American Schools, and 
are now biting the hand that fed 
them. “I will not dwell,” says our 
correspondent, “on the American 
Government's stand for the preserva- 
tion of China's integrity while most 
of the world was planning. the parti- 
tion of the Empire, nor on the 
many other acts of constant friend- 
ship (contemplated return of Boxer

indemnity, for’ instance,) that the 
Great Republic has shown to this 
country.” Indeed, as we have said 
already, no Foreign Power-has been 
a better friend to China inthe past 
than the United States has been, 
and than hundreds, or rather 
thousands, of Americans in China 
are showing themselves every day. 

‘The boycott in the form it has now 
assumed is a phenomenon of madness 
that must be crushed by the power of 
the Government, whose sincerity will 
necessarily be judged by the result 
of its efforts to crush it ; and it must 
be crushed promptly, or injury will 
be done which it will take months 
or even years to repair. : 








“PHU SALVING OF 
THE PERLAK. 


I7th August. 

We trust that the report is well- 
founded that the Shanghai Fire 
Commission proposes to claim a 
suitable sum for its work in salving 
the steamer Perlak recently on fire 
outside Woosung. It is conceded 
that the salving of the steamer, 
which must otherwise haye become 
a total loss, and would almost cer- 
tainly. have sunk in the fairway, 
was entirely due ‘to the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade. The steamer was 
almost abandoned when the Fire 
Float arrived, the captain and crew 
having already placed the whole of 
their belongings in the tugboat that 
wos in attendance. The Municipality 
ran the risk of losing their float, which 
could not be replaced for less than 
Tis, 30,000, and which was in the 
reatest, danger when the seas carried 
the floating oil over her, so that it 
nearly penetrated the stokehold and 
engine-room; azd at the same time 
she ran a great risk of being swamped, 
The volunteer firemen on board the 
Perlak took their lives in their 
hands, and several of them, as is 
known, were seriously burnt. "These 
were voluntary services on the part 
of the Council and the firemen 
which were successfully rendered, 
and it is only fair that under such 
circumstances salvage should be 
paid, and this, we imagime, ‘will be 
universally conceded. Messrs. Meyer 
and Co., the agents of the Perlak, 
have spontaneously testified to the 
valuable services rendered by the 
fire brigade.

You will be interested to know that 
work has been begun on the. railway 
between this place and Kaiféng. the 
capital. At present there are several 
hundred men at work on tho excavation 
and grading for the road bed. ‘The aurvey 
for this road was completed some time 

and many had beon wonderin; 
whether it was actually to be constructed. 
Ab last work has begun, and it seems 
certain that in a few months, what now is 
journey of a day and a-half to two days, 
across. a sandy desert, in order to reach 
the sometime fathous city, will be a matter 
of only a few hours. If Kaifdng is then 
connected by rail with Nanking and Shan- 
tung, as it must likely will be in: the near 
future, what used to be a journey of 
months into the far interior of China, 
will easily be made in a day or two. ‘The 
construction party for tho now railway 
have the material on the ground and the 
foundations aro boing laid for seven more 
foreign houses. This new lot of houses 
is to be located just across the Pei-Han 
railway and opposite the houses of the 
other company. However, I understand 
the two railways aro to have a union 
station, While the survey botwoen this 
place and Honanfu, to the west, has beon 
completed, as yet nothing is boing said 
s to the construction of this part of tho 
line, but it seoms cortain that a line pass- 
ing through Honanfu and running on to 
Hisianfu, at least, must eventnally be 
constructed.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 





Seoul, 27th July. 

‘Thor hag been much written of late 
with rogard to Corea and her respon- 
ity as to the war, and wo regret to 
say that much of what has been written 
will mislond the Coreans and do them a 
wrong, It will also alienate the sympathy 
of tho Jupaneso from the very people 
whom wo desiro most of all to help in 
their timo of need. 

‘To the ignorant people of this country, 
tho responsibility for the war rests, 
heaven kuows where, they know not and 
care not. All they’ seo is an invasion 
of Japanese pouring into the land; a 
railway of theirs running the whole length 
of it; ringstraked and spotted coolies 
from tho Islnd Empire butting into 
them on the streets. Whon the Corean 
gets in the way with his long pipe, fan, 
and patriarchal look of wonder, he is 
freqitoutly awakoned by a cuff or a kick 
to exclaim, “ Under heaven and among 
mon whero'am I?” He doos not wish 
to awakon to the fact that a pipe so long 
on a jostling street now-a-days is out of 
order, and that if he stands and gapes he 
will assuredly be run over by the electric 
cars or upset by some beast or other into 
no ond of déshabille, i 

‘This samo Corean talks over the wrongs 
ho suffors at tho hands of tho Japanese. 
Ho was kicked. Ho has beon kicked 
before for his stupidity, we are sorry to 
say, by a missionary, but that is uot tho 
question now. Lt is theso Japauese. 
What mattor to him if threo hundred 
and sixty thousaud, or half a million of 
them are among the dead, wounded, or 
missing on the batilo field, this is his 
land to do as ho pleases in, and he cal 
‘on the gods to back him up in it, 
absolves himself from all respousibilit; 


























for the war, and unfortunately much that 
is written encourages him iu the absolu- 
tion, 











Many of the more enlighteued Coreans 
talk in an equally short-sighted way, 
“This is no fault of ours; this stale of 
affairs is our government's fault.” They 
also fail to recoguise that down through 
the ages peoples are held rosponsible for 
their government, that for the sins of 
King Mavasseh, Israel went into; exileand 
that in the trail of grasping C assinis, 
Pavlows, and Aloxeiefis are the blood drops 
of half a million poor Russian peasauts. 
“But what of that?” say they, “we 
must be free to waste the eternal ages as 
wo please, This is no fault of ours ; *tis 
the sin of the Palace.” 

These Coreans do not remember that 
not they themselves, but General 
Hasegawa held off, this year, an invasion 
of Cossacks by way of Ham-Kyung, an 
invasion that would bave doné incaleul- 
ably more mischief than many years of 
the Japanese. You ask them about it 
and they say: “Why, yes, that is some- 
thing to be thankful for, we never 
thought of that before.” 

‘The Corean is not an unfair man or 
unkind, but he does uot think, He has 
no view of the worldin proper perspective. 
His sight extonds just to his own limits, 
front yard and gato, and ends there, and 
has to do with empty form more than 
reality and truth, 

‘There is another group of Coreans, 
however who say: “This war serves us 
jolly woll right. We have beon Inzy, good- 
for-nothing, sinful, deceitful, indifferent 
to all reform|,unwilling to learn, and this 
is our day of judgment. Lot us confess 
our sins and awaken to the lesson.” 

‘These mon do’ not accept tho theory 
that they aro not responsible. ‘They are 
terribly responsible; and yet as one of 
them romarked tho other day: “We 
have got off scot-free in comparison 
with others. Our little wrongs are 
not to be compared with the suffer- 
ings through which Japan, Russia and 
Manchuria are passing.” Theso aro ‘th 
Coreans that ono can is hopes 
on and fogl assured that they will yet do 
much for their country, 

Japan, meanwhile, is being soundly 
rated by the ignorant classes and by some 
foreigners for her whole course of action 
during the past year. Sho is threatening 
‘protectorate, wo are told. But what of 
that? We have had a protectorate ever 
since the treaty was signed and since war 
broke out. As to what a protectorate is 
let the “Century Dictionary” answer : 

A relation assumed by a strong nati 
toward a weak one, whereby the former 
protects the latter from hostile invasion or 
dictation, and interferes more or less in its 
domestic concerns.” 

However, Japan's wrong-doings do seem 
tostand out on the fice ofthings, no ques- 
tidn about it. . 

One is that she has not removed from 
the palace the corrupt, lying, lazy, 
ignorant officials, who have brought the 
country to this pass, the friends of 
Russia, who would sell the land to- 
morrow if they had their way. Does 
Japan think she has won these men over ? 
Not at all. Is she iguoraut of their 
inuer minds? By no means. Then 
why does sho not at onco oust them from 
wor and institute real reform? ‘That 
might seem a vory oasy mattor to an 
oulookor, but it is by no meaus so. ‘To 
maugurato any such radical change, at 
tho present time, would please a few’ 
roformers only; it would alienate Hi 
Majesty moro than ever, and would stir 
up a hornet’s nest, that might be very 









































y | etubatrassing indeed at this point when a 


great war is on her hands. Corea has of 
her own free will kept these men in 





office for the last twenty years, and it 





seems hardly fair that Japan should be 
ordered to house-clean some ono else's 
neglect and disorder, when she is con- 
fronted by half a hundred problems at 
home and half a million of Russians 
abroad. It surely is wisdom on her part 
to koep Corea as quiet as possible till her 
hands are free. 

Again it is stated that the Japanese 
Government allows her people to como 
in great numbers and sottle anywhere, 

‘This is evidently true, though a close 
watch is being kept on the landings at 
Fusan, and in some cases objectionable 
parties are being turned back, yet great 
numbers are comingin. It is unfortunate, 
but it cannot be held up asa pieco of 
bad faith.. ‘Tho right to land and'live 
anywhere in Corea has been contended 
for aud established, first by the mission- 
aries, the French Fathers, then the Ameri- 
cans, and lastly the English. A right 
that’: missionaries havo claimed and 
secured the Japanese may surely have a 
share in, 

It is said again that they are securing 
land in unfair ways and that their Govorn- 
ment abots thom. In refutation of this 
wo would stato that it is just the othor 
day that the Japanese Givernmeat made 
one of their most powerful banking com- 
panies restore a largo property in Songdo 
on tho demand of the Coreans, becsuso 
the title. to the same did not soem clear. 























Wo know that Japanoso subjects aro 
in somo cases very objectionable, and 
that they are beyond the reach of law 
and do as thoy ploaso among the Cores 

‘This too is a situation following in tho 
dread wake of war, and ono that we hope 
to seo rectified in due time, cortainly’as 














soon as peaco is proclaimed, if not before. 
But the Japanoso cannot possibly, on a 
moment's notico, provide polico to'safo- 





gaurd Coroans against all tramps froi 
their own country, and so it seoms unfair 
in this time of their struggle with tho 
mightiest on earth to hold them respon- 
sible for every act of violence porpotrat- 
ed by their private citizons. 

‘As Dr, Morrison, correspondent of tho 
“Times, “Seoul is policed by the 
Japanese” ‘This is perfectly truo, and 
¢ city has beon quiet and orderly sinco. 
ue there are Corean police overywhere, 
but of what use are they? Before the 
outbreak of the war, there wero just as 
many as there are to-day, and yet. private 
citizens were thugged and violated until 
they had at last in the interests of common 
safety, to provide a man for every five 
houses to patrol the streets aud shout off 
the robbers. Suffice it to say that there 
is no longer need of patrols in civilian 
dress, or men with rattling sticks to go 
howling about the streets nt night. 

Corea is no exsy task to deal with, even 
though the people are kiud, trustworthy, 
and loveable, Wosterners have in the past 
attempted more than one small -chango 
with this easy going people, silk-culture, 
papor-making, army training, gldss manu- 
facture, education, and they have all 
failed ;’ not becwuse the foreigners in 

arge were failures, but becuse the 
Corean mind does not yet move along any 
of these lines, There is no scientific silk- 
raising as yet, no present-day paper- 
making, no army worth the name, no glass, 
aud no thoroughly edueatod mon from 
tho schools of Soul, though they havo 
had first-class toachors. 

Much force, much, compulsion, and 
alas, many bitter days aro in store for 
them ere they emerge into intelligence, 
industry, and honesty. 

OF all countries in the world your 
correspondent desires first tho-weal of 
this peninsula, but at present he cannot 



































see it apart from Japan. If there was no 
protectorate and the country was allowed 
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tocontinue onits way, it would return as 
speedily as possible to the condition of 
ton years ago, and the Palace would be run 
‘ones more by sorcerers, fakirs, banshees, 
goblins, that have constituted the real 
Cabinet iu the past. There would be 
no reform, and no desire for refoim, and 
mon like Yim Chi-ho, and Yi Sang-ja, 
and others, who are true men and 
intelligent, would be imprisoned, paddled, 
tortured, oxiled, and belieaded. ‘There is 
no hope for Corea alone, none; Japan 
must do the work. Woe trust that she 
will act the part of a great and true 
protector. As yet we see no reason to 
think otherwisd of her. It is too early 
in the day to hold up irrelevant things 
as evidence and pass judgment. When 
Corea has suffered as Japan, and Mai 
churia, and Russia; and when all the 
hills are marked with her blood from a 
wat that she is equally responsible for 
having brought about, their Israel's sigh- 
ing will surely be heard and Moses the 
delivorer will come, 

In a word the bane of Corea to-day 
not the Japanese, but the Palace, where 
ignorance, superstition, and cruelty hold 
sway. So short-sighted is this country! 
Sho ought to hail the day with joy when 
there will be no more slaughtoritig of men 
like Chang Ho-ik, Cho ‘Tak-hyun, and 
Kim Hong-jin, whoso sin was a desire to 
clean out the Augean stable and revi 
the land, Lot Corea accept of tl 
prosont, sot to, loarn hor lesson, and trust 
God for the future. To the fullest extent 
of hor territory and influence, she stands 
rosponsible for the war. In the blood 
and swoat and sufforing of it sho) 
has shared nothing. Let us help bh 
to soo her faults, her sins, her good-f 
nothingness, help her to awake to 
enrnost, diligent, honest life, and it will- 
bo time enough ‘then to doclaim against 
a protectorate and the high-handeduess

Better Government 
for the island of Hainan is being con- 
sidered by tho Viceroy of the Two 
Kuang ; he is reported to have memo 
alisod the Throne, petitioning for the 
redivision of this portion of the Kuang- 
tung Province. Jand of Hainan 
and a portion of the neighbouring per 
sula of Luichou have hitherto constituted 
one taotaiship ; it is now proposed to sot, 
the island off by itself and to divide the 
thirteon districts which have comprise: 
the Khengchoufu into two groups; the 
eight northern districts to constitute a 
new Khengchoufu, while the five southern 
districts are to be known as the Ng: 
choufu, or possibly as the Chiblifu, after 
the province which contains the. nation’s 
capital city. Tho proposed change seems 
to meet with some objection, especially 
from one of the southeastern districts ; 
‘a journey from that district to the new 
fu city on the southern coast would 
necessitate travel over difficult roads and 
through robber-infested regi 
to be hoped, howover, that with the more 
complete occupation of the southern 
half of the island by Chinese officials, 
lawlessness will be held in check, 

Lawless Lois. 

‘At present there seems to be consider- 
able disturbance atrong the Lois in the 
neighbourhood of .Lokang in the south 
contral part of the island. “The regiment 


























of Chinese soldiers now stationed there 
considered insufficient and is to be re- 
enforced by more men under General Li. 
It is rumoured that the Viceroy is expected 
in Hoilow in a few days to look into

four days; the district city of Dengang 
has a like service, and it is probable.that 
the system will ‘be extended to other

I notice from the Press that the ques- 
tion of coinage is taking a leading place, 
and woll it may. The battle for the 
moment scems to be around the newly- 
coined ten-cash pieces. It was really 
wonderful to see how quickly the ten- 
cash pieces came into circulation. N 
sooner were they adopted in the cities 
than one found them also current in the 
country. Thoir convenience was ap- 
parent toll, and the cash-shops accept- 
ing them made them current coin .of 
the realm. ‘This was a year or 80 ago. 
It was ovident-that ‘the cash-shops 
must have got a good commission on 
them, for otherwiso they could never 
have come 20 quickly into circulation. 
Iam not behind the scones, but I should 
not be at all surprised to hear that they 
wore sold in bulk to the cash shops at 
about eight cash each. ‘They wore 
changing everywhere for ten cash, 
large or small, depending entirely 
upon the local currency of that spot. 
‘This local currency, certainly changes 
overy twouty or thirty i, henco I ad- 
visedly write “ spot.” But now the story 
is changiug. I have found in several 
places lately that they only pass for nino 
cash each, and I expect to see them at 

before long. 1 hear of one

Redistribution. 

Mr. Gerald Balfour, who, as President 
of the Local Government Board,’ is to 
have charge of the Redistribution pro- 
podals of the Government, issued the 
schome at the beginning of the week 
vogether with an elaborate explanatory 
statement. It has excited great interest, 
but not much onthusiasm, It has 
obviously beon designed to reduce the 
representation of Ireland as much as 
possible, while interfering as little as 
possible witt tho glectoral divi-ions in 
the other Kingdoms, ‘The same statistical 
rules are to be applied all over the United 
Kingdom, and on this ground its authors 
will contend thar it does equal justice ; 
but the ingenuity with which the des.red 
result has been achieved will probably prove 
excesiive. ‘The Irish Nationalis's are, of 
course furious, since they stand to luse 
twenty-two seats; but that the Govero- 
ments expected ; bat what is more serious 
for them is that a considerable section 
of their own followers are bitterly d 
appointed with the  moasure. Sir H. 
Kimber and the Committee of Unionists 
who have been urging the Government 
to take up this question of redistribution, 
had a rough plan of their own which 
involved the disfranchisoment of all 
boroughs having loss than 5,000 electors. 
‘This would have involved the extinction 
boroughs in the United 
Kingdom. d of this, Mr. Balfour's 
scheme disfrariéhises only those Parlia- 
mentary boroughs which have less than 
18,500 of population, and of these there 
aro but four in the United Kingdom. 
Had the more drastic plan beon adopted 
only two more Irish seats would have 
boon “extinguished. ~ 

“@ne Vote One Value” 

Briefly stated, tho schomo is as follows 
Evory borough with less than 18,500 people 
to conse to bo separately represented ; 
every two-wembered borough with less 
than 75,000 people is to lose ono of its 
members; every big borough and every 
county is to have applied to ib a standard 
of 65,000 poople per member. If it is 
over-represented on this standard it is to 
lose one member for each complete 
65,000 of deficiency; if it is under- 
represeuted it is to have an additional 
memberfor each complete 65,000 of excess. 
It is frankly acknowledged that on 
basis there will be scarcely an approxim: 
tion to the principle of “one vote one 
value.” For instance, Whitehaven, with 
19,600 of population and Lewisham, 
with 127,500 will have equal representa- 
tion. But beyond this numerous other 
anomalies are pointed out by critics of the 
Bill. ‘Thus Cornwall, with a population of 
322,000 and six members, an average of 
neatly 54,000 per member, will lose, ove of 
its members, while a score of little 
boronghs with less than 30,000 popula- 
tion will bo left untouched. 

A Serious Difficulty. 

Last night, however, a difficulty arose 
which may probably wreck the whole 
scheme. The Government counted on 
putting their whole scheme to the House 
as one resolution, This would, they 
hoped, enable them to catry it after two 
or three nights’ debate, and enable a 
Boundary Commission to get to work 
during the recess to prepare a Bill for 
next session. Last night, however, it 
was claimed by Mr. Gibson Bowles that 
each item of the Government proposal 
must be put as a separate resolution, to 
which separate amendments might be 
moved. The Speaker has taken’ until 
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to-day to consider his decision ; and if ho 
finds Mr. Bowles to bo right, thoro seoms 
to be no chanco of getting the resolution 
through this sessiou, and an autumn 
session is out of the quostion, as the 
Government kuow that they could not 
depend on their supporters turning 
up to save them from defeat. ‘Twice 
this week the Ministerial Whips have had 
to put up one Conservative member after 
another to talk against time in order to 
save tle Government from defext upon 
a suap division, 


The Volunteers, 

The troubles of the Government are 
endless, but they serve only to emphasise 
Mr. Balfour's remarkable skill in steering 
through them. All the Volunteer officers 
in the Houso—the Unionist as well as 
the Liberal—aro deeply incensod against 
Mr. Arnold Forster and the War Office 
on account of the circular which was” 
recently sent round to communding officers 
requiring returns as to the efficiency and 
physical fitness of the men under them. 
It was regarded as the preliminary to a 
wholesale reduction of the volunteer force 
by getting rid of all those who did not 
full the standard.of physical fitness 
required for service abroad. Mr, Arnold 
Forster has explained again and again 
that it was nothing of the sort; but he 
cannot of course deny that the ascendancy 
of the ‘Bluowater School” logically 
entails such a course, If the navy is 
suflicient to render invasion absolutely 
impossible there is no need of a volunteor 
forve for purely home service. Its only 
use in this case is to train mou who in 
caso vf need would go to fight our battlos 
abroad, and in that case men who are not 
fit for foreign service aro of no use—or 
at all events of very little uso—in tho 
volunteer force. It is not surprising 
therefore that all Mr. Arnold Forster's 
assurances failed to apposse the angry 
volunteers and their friends, and that 
the Government majority on this question 
fell to twenty-six. 














Our Unprepared Army. 


Earl Roberts, too, has made things un- 
pleasant for the War Secretary by declar- 
ing in the House of Lords that our regular 
army is in no better state of prepara- 
tion to-day than it was’ when the South 
African War broke out. It is truo that 
he went on to say that the Government 
was not in fault, and that the evil was 
due to the lack of national interest in 
our army. What Lord Roborts really 
meant—as Mr, Arnold Forster had the 
courage to point out last night in the 
Commons—was that conscription is the 
only remedy ; but whatever the remedy 
may be, such a criticism coming from 
such a quarter must cause serious con- 
cera, and it is natural that, in spite of 
Lord Roberts’ qualification the Govern- 
ment should be held to blamo for the 
state of things he describes. Lord Roberts 
has, at the same time, earned a cortain 
measure of public’ disapproval through 
the discovery that his snlary of £8,000 a 
year has continued ever since his off 
of Commander-in-Chief was abolished. 
Mr. Arnold Forster, when questioned 
about it in the Commons, referred to Lord 
Roberts's services on the Defence Com- 
mittee ; but he had to acknowledge that 
other members served on that’ Com- 
mittee without pay. Everybody ackuow- 
ledges that Lord Roberts has rendered 
services to the country which should 
be generously acknowledged; but it is 
pointed out that it is not long since he 
had a grant of £100,000, and it is urged, 
toc, that if on the abolition of his olticg 
it was thought right to continue his pay, 
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this shonld-have beon mado clear at tho 
time, and not loft to leak out months 
afterwards in the estimates. 


Persecuted Aliens and the 
Unemployed. 

By hielp ‘of the “guillotine” tho Alions 
Bill has Leen got through Committee, 
but Mr. Balfour -has promised to insert 
a new clause at the “report” stage 
providing that leave to land shall not 
be refused to an alion immigrant, who 
proves that he is seeking admission solely 
to avoid persecution or punishment on 
roligions grounds. ‘This will still further, 
safeguard tho privilege of asylum which 
has always beon granted by this country; 
but it will render the measure less 
ctfective than ever. ‘The great bulk of 
tho alion immigrants into this country 
are Russian Jews, who cortainly seck 
refuge here in order ’to avoid religions 
persecution, thongh whethor they do so 
“solely” on this gronnd may be ques- 
tionéd, While the Aliens Bill is now 
practically sure of passing, for what it is 
worth, it is now no less certain that the 
Unemployed Bill will be dropped. On 
Wednesday night an intimation to this 
effect from the Primo Minister created a 
storm among the Labour members, Mr. 
Keir Hardio referring to the opponents 
of the measure as “woll-fod boasts.” It 
is not, of course, mero lack of time that 
has Jed to the practical abandonment of 
the Bill. Thero is a socialistic flavour 
about it which is repugnant to a good 
many of Mr. Balfour's followers; and 
probably Sic George Bartley was not 
far wrong when ho declared last 
night that if the voting had beon by 
ballot the measure would’ have been 
rojectod by an overwhelming majority.

Church and State, 

After a long debate, extending over 
fifty sittings, the Chamber of Deputies 
‘has voted the separation of Church and 
State.

‘Tho struggle is'on the point of resump- 
tion in the Senate, over the appointment 
of a committee to consider and report on 
the Bill, M. Rouvier, who isa notoriously 
lakewarm supporter of separation, will 
here fiud himself in conflict with M.

‘Thrift and Adventure. 

‘The French have a well-earried reputa- 
tion for thriftiness, and it is decidedly 
curious that this quality should oxist 
it undoubtedly doos, side by side with a 
marked inclination to risk money on puro 
chance. Betting on races has incroasod 
enormously during tho Inst ten or fifteen 
years, and lotteries are in groat favour. 
Zt would bo rash to assumo that the 
French tako so. absorbing an interest in 
lotteries ns some other alieged decadent 
nations do; but Jacques Bonhomme cor- 
tainly seems moro inclined to put a frac- 
tion of his money at Fortune's disposal 
than he was in the vld days. Lotteries 
provide a usoful poophole through which 
to observe some of the national peculiar- 
ities. This week saw the closing of the 
subscriptions for a lottery organised, by 
permission of the public authorities, 0a be- 
half of the Paris and provincial newspaper 
associations. ‘The funds for providing sick 
pry and pensions to members of these 
useful bodies being rather low, it was 
@ cided to issue one and a-ha'f million 
lottery tickets at twenty fiancs apiece. 
Of the thirty million francs to be thus 
obtained, the sum of 15,300.00 fr. was to 
be set aside for prizes, and the balance, 
after deduiting expenses, paid into the 
funds, It- was a simple device, depending, 
for success, only on the readiness of the 
public to try its luck ; and on this the 
organisers did not count in vain. The 
[prizes were apportioned “wit much skill,

francs each. ‘The total number of prizes 
reiches the imposing figure of 200,623, 80 
that the odds agaiust getting something 
are ouly 15 to2 in round figuces ; but as, 
200,000 of the prizes are worth only from 
30 to 50 francs apiece, tho prospects of 
woilth are more remote thea they appear 
at first sight. ‘The drawings take place 
every two months, up to February 1908, 
so that the holder’ of a ticket ‘hs plenty 
of excitement for his money. ‘The banks 
pocket a commission for selling the tickets.” 
‘The public exchequer also line _ its 
finger in the pie, thanks to an ingenious 
device which, to the worldly mind, may 
have had something to do with the read- 
iness of the powers that bo to. authoriso~ 
the affaic. ‘This contrivance consisted of 
handing each applicant a stamped receipt 
for his money, with an intimation. that 
‘ihe actual tickets would bo ready for 
distribution about a’ fortnight lator, 
Needless to say, overy receipt boro a ten- 
contime stamp, for which tho applicant 
had to pay. As, in tho yast majority of 
cases, the demands were for single'tickets, 
thé revenue must have profited consider- 
ably. In England, a surroptitious attempt 
of this kind to tax the public would have 
beon promptly resontod ; in Franco it ix 
takon asa matter of course. At one of 
tho Grédit Lyonnais branch offices near ~ 
the Trocndéro I “saw a poorly-drossod 
woman, with a baby,. tender a twenty. 
feane piece for a ticket. She was told 
that an extra ten contiinos was required 
to pay for the stamp. She repliod that sho 
had no more money about hor, and sho 
wont meekly off to fotch tho ten contimos, 
Sho had evidently saved up what sho 
thought was jt the right amount, and 
no more. Sho was’ proparod to” risk 
twonty francs at odds of 15 ta 2, but sho 
would not put a penny moro than hor 
ostimated ontlay in hor purso, It was.a 
fine illustration of a national trait, 


The D'Ennery Museunr. 

After six years’ litigation, the State” 
at length comes into possession of the 
Masée D'Enuory, or in other words, of the 
house in the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne 
formerly owned and occupied by tho 
popular novelist and dramatist D’Kunory, 
and its contents. In accordanée with the 
terns of D'Ennery's will, the house is 
to be maintained as a public museum, 
It contnins a great many curios, mostly 
Oriental and mostly spurious, it is snid, 
A juilicious process of selection will cor- 
tainly b+ necessary before the museum is 
opened to the’ piiblic. ‘The curios -wero 
all bought by Mme. D'Ennery, whose 
zeal for collecting was greater’ than her 
skill.

He was often a guest at the D'Kn- 
a One day, in search ‘of a New 
Years present for the Indy of the 
house, he discovored, in a shop; a little 
Chinose figure which, according to tho 
dealer, represen ed the Goi of Contont- 
mont.’ Blum acquired the god for seven 
and- sixpence aud sent it to. Mmo 
DEnnery.  Wheit ho -paid his noxt, visit, 
she scolded him for making her such a 
valuable gift. It must have ost” him a 
farge stim, sho said, for she was suro’ it 
was vory ancient and raro. A gront 
expert, she added, had .expressed the 
same opinion. Ernest Blam looked as 
} modest and meritorious ‘as he could, and 
privately resolved to return to the shop 
‘and pick up as many more Chineso gods ” 
‘as he could at the samo figure ; but whort 
he asked for thom he found that thera 
wore no moro in stock. With tho utmost 
simplicity, the dealer. added: “If -you 
want any more, you had better write 
direct to tho maker, at Pont-i-Mousson ; 
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but as he does not sell them by retail, 
you will have to take at least a gross.” 
The Gordon-Bennett Cup. 
France has once more proved her 
supremacy. The Morocco affair has not 
turned out very mauch to her advantage, 
but she has won the great motor-car 
race, and is happy, for a time.

the President also read the following 
review of the work of the Association 
drawn up by a sub-committee “of the 
Board of Director: 5 

The Mokanshan Summer Report - As- 
sociation is a vo'untary union of individual 
property holders on the basis of equal 
Tights and for the common good. ‘The 
objects of the Association are, as defined 
in the constitution— 

(a) To secure good government, 

(0) To facilitate communications. 

(©) To make public improvements, and 
to provide for the comfort and convenience 
ot the community. 

While the officers of the Association 
have no power to enforce avy regulations 
except as this can be accomplished 
through the regular Chinese aud Consulur 
authorities, the fact that they represent an 
influential association and have the 
backing of a large number of property 
gwaers, secures recognition from. the 
officials, who are generally willing to listen 
to the representations of our officers and to 
grant all necessary assistance in the pro- 
tection of our property and in secnring good 
order on the mountain. When'we consider 
the way in which most of our houses are left. 
uring a large part of the year without 
any separate caretakers, it must be 
admitted that we have little cause for 
complaint in the mattor of protection to 
onr property interests. ‘Tho officers of 
the Association have been influential in 
ridding the mountain of several whose 
presence was a menace to good order and 
honest dealing, in removing straw huts 
which had become a nuisance, and through 
their judicial committeo they have been 
of groat service in tho adjustment of 
sevoral cases'of dispute betweon natives 
and foreigners. 

Much has beou, accomplished in the 
Tino of securing convenient aud reliable 
transportation to and from the mountain, 
‘Tho rest-house, which was built several 
years ago, lias beon recently repaired, and 
the premises oularged. Hore goods may 
be stored until arrangements can be mad 
for transportation, and accommodations 
for spending the nightare furnished when 
needed. Chairs have been purchased by 
tho Association and chair bearers and 
coolies are procured, goods}weighed, and 
delivered to respousible carriers. ‘Through 
the Association arrangements :liave beon

Association has eecured postal 
facilities for tho season at Mokanshan, 
through the Imperial Chinese Post Office, 
and a branch at Sanjaopoo has also beon 
recently established. 

The Association has also done much in 
the way of securing a regular supply of 
milk, meat, and bread, and in securing 
the salo of supplies under proper sanitary 
conditions. : 

A laundry has been established, and 
two compradore’s shops-are supplying tho 
community with food and other conven- 
iencés. 

Among othor benefits secured more or 
less ditectly throngh the Association may 
be mentioned :—a church where services 
are held regularly for both foreigners 
and Chinese, a circulating library, tennis 
court, dark room for photograpliers, ate. 

A.great doal of money and time: has 
been spent by the Association's officers 
and ‘committees in opening new roads, 
in improving the condition of old-roads, 
in securing proper sanitation, etc,, and all 














increasing efficiency, and work more and 
moro smoothly for the common good of all. 


this has been done. by them ‘without 
fivancial remuneration. : 





* Very largely as a result of these efforts, 
the popularity of Mokanshan as a sum: 
mer resort is increasing from year to year, 
and Jand has increased in valde many fuld 
since the organisation of the Association, 
We think it must be evident to every right: 
minded person that those who receive the 
ieneit of the many advantages above 
enmneratel, owe it to themselves and to 
the community in general to heartily 
support the Asvocistion in their efforts to 
secure still greater eflicieney and increased 
benetits for all concerned. Qunsiderable 
expense is necessarily “incurred in exrrying 
on the wark of the Association, aud the 
tax which has been assessed on each house 
and on each mow of land by the Asiociation 
igthe chief source of income from which to 
meet the expense. We are glad to note 
that this tax is cheerfully paid by nearly 
allwho own property on the mountain, 
‘The exceptions are mxiuly the larger Innd- 
‘owners, who hold tracts of land for specula- 
tive ‘purposes and who receive all the ad- 
vantage of the increasod value of their 
land without paying their share of the 
money expended in public improvements. 
It is hoped, however, that when this 
matter is placed before them, they will 
be able to recognise their obligations by 
joining our Association, and paying 
their dues ixi full, and so contribute their 
quota (by paying tho small assessment 
which has been’ agreed upon for the 
purpose) of tho funds that are needed 
for the public service.

‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonre-Cmixa Dary News.” 


Sm,—I hope you will kindly insert in 
your valuable columns the following with 
reference to the American Boycott. 

During 20 years the Chinese people 
havo felt most keenly the indignities and 
humiliations to which they wore subject- 
od by the discriminating laws, especially 
enacted by the Americans against them. 
Any other nation would have long ago 
resented this, but China. ‘The lapse of 
20 yoars hns brought n change. The 
peoplé aro having their eyes -oponed. 
Not finding redress anywhere, they at- 
tompt at least to help themsolves. And 
so they inuugurated the Boycott, the 
best if not the only meaus within their 
power by which they hope to induce—I 
will not say compel—the Americans to 
accede to their just demands. 

I will not say it is morally right for 
anyone to retaliate, whether the provoca- 
tion justifies the action or not.

In tho markets 
and great emporiums of the world 
more than in the gory battle-ficlds will 
tho future struggles of the nations be 
fought, Why do Japan's cannons speak so 
cloqueatly on the Manchurian plains,"but 
that she might acquire new marts for her 
wares—fresh fields for her commerce 7!

THE WAR IN SOUTH 
CELEBES. 


FROM OUR JAVA CORRESPONDENT. 


Sourabaya, 20th July. 


On Saturday, 15th inst., the remainder 
of the expeditionary troops loft our port 
for South Celebes by the transports Van 
Riemsdyk, Van Ontshoorn, General Pel, 
Van Imhoff and Van den Bosch, accom- 
panied by the gunboat’Flores. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Colonel Van Locnen, 
with bis staff, disembarked at Macassar, 
whilst the body of the expedition was 
brought over to Bulukomba (on the 
south coast, see map), where they will 
wait for the chief to join them. The 
Jatter hold a conference at Macassar with 
theGovernor, Mr. Kroesen, and the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the gurrison_ fore:

That is what wo might.suy about the 
Boni expedition.

This must 
he considered a remarkable fact. ‘he 
Dutch area persevering nation ; aud onco 
starting a thing they will go through it 
natil the ond without shrinking back 
before difticulties. Wo may say besides 
that the expedition was planned with 
the greatest care imaginublo; still it 
seems that tho maps were not reliable,

Lake Biwa. 

‘The mountains around Kioto were 
enveloped with a mantle of snow, when 
I visited that: place, in the last days of 
Decomber of the dying old A.D. 1904, 
‘Pho days of sunshino and the nights of 
cold, crisp frost, have oach their particular 
charms to me, so I made up my mind to 
well for a ‘timo around Lake Biwa: 
“The Harp,’ where the leaves of the 
maples now glisten blood-red under the 
snow-laden branches. 

‘The traveller from KoBe or Kioto would 
do well to book for Otani station, on.his 
way to Biwa; thence a charming road by 
riesha takes him down the valley to the 
vity of Otsu tho starting-point of his ex- 
cursions, The flourishing city is situated 
‘on tho southern shore of the lake, and is 
tho capital of tho profecturo of Shiga, in 
the provinco of Omi, which contains 
700,000 inhabitants," tho jolliest and 
kindest pooplo in all Japan. ‘They manu- 
facturo the famous “ Fish Crape” and 
“habutai,” velvet, paper, Otsu-ye pic- 
tue «1 mosquito-nets; the soil pro- 
dueés rico in abundance, tea, mush- 
rooms, daikon, and tobacco, all of 
which are represented by finoly-arranged 
samples in “The Shiga Profectural 
Exhibition of Local Productions and 
Industries,” which is well worthy of 
Horo roe highways, 
famous in Japan Tho Tokaido, 
Nakaséndo, and Hokkoku-Kaido ; here is 
tho hill Ausaka, whore Semi-maro wrote 
his poom of meeting and parting, quoted

av Seta. One of the Kioto frail beauties 
seeing this bell, and admiring its glossy 
surface, caressingly put her hands upon it, 
and looked at her beautiful self in its 
mirrorlike dise. At once the bel began to 
shrink and assumed theshape of a mirror, 
having been polluted by ths touch of her 
hands. A certain class of women -now 
visit this bell during July, and put their 
hands upon it: but it shtinks no more. 
Needless to say that the bell has long 
assumed its original shape and size. 
w, inthe 1vth century; a war raged 
between the priests of this monastery and 
those of Euryaknji on Mount Hiei. who 
got a monk named Beukei, ‘a man of enor- 
mous size, to steal this bell and earry it up 
to their temple. Nothing loth, Benkei 
agree to bring the bell, and after @ period 
of anxious waiting, they at last met him, 
carrying the big bell on his back, But 
the bell kept on pleadmg in soft tones : 
“Bring me back t» Miidera.”” At last 
Benkei became tired of heariog its per- 
petual moaning, und angrily knocked’ it 
about, (The priest proudly points to the 
many dents and scratches, which verify the 
the truth of this story). At lust the priests 
of Miidera made a bargain with Benkei 
to briug back their bell, on.the condition 
that they.wou'd supply him with as much 
amé (a kind of grav!) as he could ext. And 
there is the very pot, a huge iron exldron, 
to silence all unbelievers. 

‘The ebelisk in the temple grounds is 
called Miyuki-Yama, lit. “ill of the 
Imperial visit,” on account. of the forma 
visit to it by the present Mikado in 1879, 
Ie was erected iu memory of the loyal 
subjects of His Majesty, who fell in the 
Satsuma rebellion in 1877, all belong 
the 9th regiment of Infantry, which latter 
is now stationed at Otsu 













































My good friend, brave Liew Le 
was one of the heroes badly wounded on 
the battlefield of Kinchouw; I had the 





honour of meeting him in Arima, when he 
was in an agony of suffering ; but Iam 
glad ro say ie has fully recovered his 
Son ef fires,” and now only thirsts to 
shed some more of his noble blood for his 
country. 

And here I stand, gazing at. the spot 
where the present autocrat of all the holy 
Russians nearly ended his illustrious career 
Had the sabre of the fanatical police: 
unfortuuately been effective, and preyented 
the Imperial traveller from running away, 
perhays—who can say ?—the-lives of a 
hundred thousand brave men would not 
have been sucrificed in an unjust and eruell 
war. 

‘The policeman, who attempted the act 
or the two ricshamen who prevented its 
being consummated—who of these are now 
deserving the best thanks of Japanese 
parents, orphans, and widows? He or 
they?

‘Au saka no seki. 
and here, above all things, is Miidera 
Kwannon, a Buddhist tomplo, situated 
on the mountain slope, reached after 
toiling up hundreds of mossy steps ; 
supreme in its surroundings ‘and the 
magnificent view of Lake Biwa and 
beyond.’ I saw from here the evening 
sun setting on Mount Hira, whose 3,500 
feot were covered with snow, sparkling ’in 
frosty offulgence, It was a magnificent 
sight, ‘The monstrous Ni-0, the guar- 
dians of the temple, are covered with 
papor pellots which aro chewed by every 
pussor-by and thrown at thoir mighty 
bodies ; if they stick, good luck is sure to 
follow the thrower. 

Everything here bears ovidence of 
Bonkei, the giant monk, the bell he 
stole, and tho enormous iron pau, in 
which they boiled his soup. 

‘Thus runs the legend : 

The big bell 6 Miidera was presented 
to the warrior Fujiwara Hidesato by the 
dragon-god, for slaying the giant centipede 














* Gichuji, or Yoshinaka’s Temple, is 
mostly venerated in memory of the great 
poot Basho, who, lived here in retire- 
i the tomb ‘and monument of the 
Genji warrior Minamoto Yoshinaka are 
a lovely little grove, where 
the azaleas bloom in summer, and the 
pines sigh under the wintor’s snow. The 
Shinto ‘shrines at Tenson Iinsha; the 
Buddhist temple Taka-Kwannon; the 
park of Nagara with its charming 
shrines and magnificent views over Biwa 
Karasaki, Katata, and with avenues of 
chorry-trevs; Kondo, with its famous 
well; Yemman-In, formerly tho resid- 
enco of Imperial abbots, with great stores 
of priceless collections of antiquities aud 
art treasures; the tomb of the Emperor 
Kobun (A. D. 672); the monolith of the 
old Imperial palace of Otsu, occupied by, 
Tenchi Tennd in A. D, 667 ; all these and| 
many others are here to see and to 
admire. The Biwa Canal, designed and 
completed by a young student of the 
‘Tokio pniversity, and one of the greatest 

































and most useful undertakings in Japan, 
which connects Biwa with Kioto, starts 
its course at this place, whence it flows 
through sluiees and’ tunnels to i 
terminus at the river Kamagawa, a dis- 
tanéo of 6 miles. 

“T stood on the bridge at midnight,

I stood there and saw tho sun siuking 
slowly behind the snow-clad_ mountains, 
And the foll moon rose in silvery shoen, 
casting its rays over Ishiyama, the stone 
mountain. In that temple amongst the 
pines, was written, a thousand years ago, 
by the Sappho of Japan, Murasaki Shikibu, 
tie ‘Genji Monogatari,” the classic of 
classics, In the moon-gazing harbour— 
““Teukimi-no-chin "I aid. knightly re: 
verencs to the wonders of nature, It* 
seemed to me that the chants of the old 
legend floated towards me and that I saw 
the ghostly forms of the otd warriors over 
the moon-lit waters, When Hidesato 
crossed this bride, in the 10th century, 
he walked over the body. of an immense 
serpent, lying upon it, At the first. touch 
of the fextless knight the monster shrunk 
into adwarf, and spoke thus: “ Iam the 
dragon-god, and I live at the bottom of 
Bia My’ bitterest enemy lives on the. 
mountain Mikami ; he is x huge centipede, 
whose body winds seven times and a-halt 
around the mountain's base. Ho has 
devoured several members of my family, 
Help me, I beseech you.” Nothing loth, 
Hidesato followed the deagon-god to his 
place at tho bottom of tho lakes where hie 
found splendour and boauty, never before 

en by mortal eyes. All at once thunder 
il storm announced the approach of 
© enemy. ‘The doughty warrior raisod 
his bow and shot an arrow through the 
monster's head, which killed it instantly 
Henco great joy in tho realms of the 
dragon-god, who rewarded Hidesato right 
royally. 

The grounds of Miidera remind mo 
of Nikko. . Hero are the same avonues of 
ancient cryptomeria, shady,- solemn with 
tho knowledge of ages ; stone-lanter 
ichen-covered, the gifts to the tomple 
from famous mon, whose dust repos: 
under the forns. 

Comfortable stoamers talko the travellor 
from their wharves at Otsu, situated at 
the Konyagasoki Railway Station, to all 
parts of Lake Biwa, Southward to 
Awazugahara, where was fought the great 
battle by Minamoto Yoshinaka in A. D. 
1184; to Yabase, Seta, and Ishiyama, 
Northward: the giant pino of Karasaki, 
planted by tho Daimio Shinjo Suraga- 
no Kami in 1581; its height is 42 feet ; 
the circumference of the trunk 25 fi 
the foliage and branches cover an area of 
nearly one acre. Cavities in the trunk 
aro filled with plaster and’a patt of tho 
top-branches are covered by a small roof. 
The entire space,—also containing a 

to shrine—is enclosed by an 
nt stone-wall, and the larger branches 
supported by strong poles. It is 
supposed to be the largest tree on earth. 
Tho stoamer, after a ran of four houre 
(starting from Otsu at 9 a.m.), stops in 
mid-lake at the charming little island 
called Chikubushima, where the lako is 
at its widest. The scouery is ono of 
perfect beauty; Shinty shrines and 
Buddhist templos nestle among the tall 
bumboos; thousands of birds, herons, 
pigeons, ‘cormorants, and others, are 
swarming over the trees in perfect im- 
munity, the priests here allowing no 




















































taking of life. Tho city of Hikono is 
celebrated for tho lovely gardens called 
Raku-raku yen. It contains the Castle 
of Ji Kamon-no-Kami, a Regent of Japan; 
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Known for his sagacity and inclination 
towards foreign intercourse, who was 
murdered in Tokio on the 24th March, 
1860, by the retainers of the Prince of 
Mito. ‘The castle stands on Kinki Hill 
and was presented by Joyasu to the Ji 
family, which occupiod the same for 
thirteon generations until the restoration 
of the present ‘Mikado. ‘The most famous 
of this family, Naosuke, held the office of 
Tairo or Prime Minister under two 
‘As stated abovo, he used all 
his powers of eloquence to persuade his 
colleagues to open Japan to foreign civil- 
isation,and was consequently assassinated 
at the Sakurado gato in Tokio by seveu- 
toon samurai of Mito. Now 
is worshipped by all. ‘This castle shares 
tho honour with tho many manors in 
Eugland, whore, as the present owners 
proudly exclaim: * Queen Elizabeth slept 
here one night !” inasmuch as that tho 
presout Mikado slopt here ono night, 
sand stopped by Imperial command the

‘At Nyd, « short distance from Hikoné, 
there has been established hy the Govern: 
ment a large plice for fish-breeding, where 
salmon and other fish’ wre reared according 
to western methods.

On the second and 
third days the princes, high officials, aud 
financial: magnates in’ their turn xre at 
home to callers.

Fashionable 
foreign Society, and those of the Japaneso 
nobility and gentry, who aro chic, and 
who have wandered through Europe and 
America, have littlo picnics of their own, 
where Veuve Cliquot reigns, and paté de 
foie gras is appreciated.

to tho north-west, almost duo west, of 
Poking somo seventy or eighty miles, or 
four or five days’ journey by mule, No 


‘one who had seen or attempted progress 
over those roads would wonder at the 
slowness of tho journey. A French 
missionary described them as “ chemins 
dos oiseaux.” One day in the latter part 
of May, I sot ont from the Peitang, the 
palaco of the Roman Catholic Bishop, 
Mgr. Jarlin, and headquarters of the 
Lazarists, the splendour and magnili- 
conco of which, with its boautifal build. 
ings, terraces, gardens, .and tessolated 
pavements adorned “with huge China 
bowls of flowers are well calculated to 
impress tho native mind, ‘The placo, less 
woll fortified than at present, in 1900 
avas besioged by the Boxers, and the 
amissionarios and tho 2,000 native Chri 
‘ians sholtorod in the enclosure wero in 
hourly dangor of massacre. Mgr. Sarthe, 
‘ono of the four eoadjator bishops of the 
province, discussing the memorable 
drama with mo, remarked that no one 
eau havo avy idea how terrible it was, 
momentarily expecting death. Tho 
Pagans declared that they saw white 
figures hovering over tho building, at 
which they fired again and again, and 
woro scared into inactivity by tho absonco 
of result. ‘This cortainly suggests tho 
thought of angelical protection. 

\t-6.30 on tho morning of tho 19th my 
little blue Chinesé waggon arrived with two 
mules, tandem. It was 5} ft. long by 23 
ft, wide. My baggago was packed at the 
back. ‘The fathers advised mo that the 
host way for safoty and-comfort is to sit 
sideways ou tho board behind tho shafts. 
If you sit back, when you get out of town, 














‘you are liable to sustain a fracture of 
the skull, with concassion of the brai 
wherever the rosd is rough, and there 
are few places where there: is any respite, 
or anything like level travelling. Early 
inthe morning our procession started, 
leaving from the great fortress gates of 
the Peitang, the front rule walking at 
the end of a long cord to do the steerin, 
the driver, courier." and a little donkey 
inade up the party. We wore about two 
hours getting clear of the purlious and 
banlieues of Peking, Everything rather 
more primitive than at Shanghai, both 
as to vatives and the streets, which are 
paved with cobble stones with great clefts 
and dips at intervals, all the way along. 
‘The first portion of the road took us 
along the dried-up bed of a wide river 
with high banks, the bottom like a shingly 
bank scattered ‘with frequent boulders. 
I don’t know where was the centre of 
gravity of onr little, vebiclo ; the inequal 
ties of the way would lift one wheel at 
an angle of 45°, or may be 60°, for quite 
a stretch at a time, and she would never 
turn over. ‘This was supposed to be the 
high road, and goes, they say, over the 
desert of Gobi, all’ the way to Lake 
Baikal. We met thousand and thousands 
of pack mules and donkeys heavily laden, 
and for somo way droves of the one- 
hump camels going to Peking and through 
to Manchuria, 

Wo made our first halt at 9 p.m. 
putting up at tho village inn,- which 
has two courtyards, one on to ‘which 
tho rooms for travellers open, and the 
other for stabling. Your room has a 
stone flooring, and the bed is a shelf of 
hollow masonry, covered with matting, 
about ton or tivelve feet wide. A bamboo 
curtain hangs in front of the doorway. 
The second day wo passed through the 
Nankou pass into the mountains. Two 
things struck me; one was that every 
paltry village—and wo passed many of 
them—had a great fortified wall, and mas- 
sivo arched gateway, at either ond as 
you come in and as you go out. The wall 
is constructed partly of stone or brick, 
but mostly of yellow mud, or caked, con- 
gulated dust, ‘a huge, thick bank of it, 
very high, and very thick, with gun holos 
all along'tho top. ‘This ugly, yellow duist, 
caked into iron-bound hardness, is blown 
by the winds over the Desort of Gobi all 
the way from Mongolia. You see great 
banks and hillsides of it all over the 
countryside, in fact, one may say that 
some of these hills aro largely. formed of 
it. The other feature that specially 
aronsed my reflections was the extreme 
barrennoss of the hills and mountains. 
Thad just come from the terraced hills 
of Nagasaki, in bright weather a perfect 
dream of beauty, where “tho valloy 
already stood so thick with corn that 
trey for joy were singing.” And here 
never a twig or a bush. It is said that for 
centuries this multitudinous population 
have cleared off every tree and forest 



































growth, so that nothing can show itself 
that is not soon destroyed. 

Our last stop but one was at a village 
of which the curé was a burly, ruddy 
Chinese Roman Catholic priest, who 
carried bravely tho honours of his priest- 
hood. Ho entertained me well, but the 
butter with which he liberally pasted his 
bread was vory raucid; thoy told mo at 
La ‘Trappe that ho had had it for yours. 
‘Tho Jast bighway village, beyoud which 
wo had to proceed by mule, wis the 
parish of an excellent Lazarist Fronch 
missionary of Breton origin. He gave 
me of his liqueurs, which he makes him- 
self and cost him very little, and of his 
rum, which is sent to him. For the rest 
of bis diet, ho is principally a vegetarian, 








He showed mo round the place; there 
was little to see, but his hill-side was 
better clothed than any wo had come 
through. Ho told me that I should fud 
the situation of the monastery much 
more beautiful, and so indeed I found 
it. A day aud a-half later, wo got 
there, It is a favoured spot, the hills 
are very groov, and the valleys rich 
with verdant aud luxariant  growth— 
flowers, almond trees, wild apricot trees, 
beochos, willows, poplars—a valley a 
furlong, to a quarter-mile wide, with some 
flat surface, covered with small, cultivat- 
ed fields, and some steep windings lying 
botweon tivo hills, the sides of which are 
here and there broken by faces of slash- 
ed rock, and covered with a rough growth 
of bushes. To tho right of the valley is 
a shallow stream, brawling over stones 
running all the way to the 
In spite of the apparent richness 
of theso valleys, thero is little or nothin; 

that cows can eat, and the monks foun 

themselves unable to keep them. ‘They 
can therefore have neither milk, butter, 
nor cheese, their rule already prohibiting 
thom the use of meat, fish, or eggs. 
Moreover, so poor is the soil, which 
thinly covers the rock, that no” garden 
fruits will grow, no strawberries, cherries, 
raspberries, goosoborries, or currants. 
Thoir apple troes bear every. two years. 
‘Thoie vines bear abundantly, and’ they 
have a largo vineyard, but the wine is 
harsh, burning, and acid. ‘They produce 
cabbages, haricot boans, poas, otc. and in 
every spare patch they geow salad, which 
woitid seem to be.their staple food. 

‘Tho community-numbers sixty-fivo— 
fifty-five Chinese and ten Europeans, 
French, Belgians, and a German, The 
pioneor Europeans aro all dosd. Tho 
four sonior fathers, of course, ai 
nose. Their place consists of threo large 
quadrangular gardens, tho inner two of 
which are enclosed by their buildings, 
refectory, and dormitory on either 
side of the middle garden, chapel and 
cloistors enclosing thret of tho third, 
the nearly finished church forming tho 
foucth side. Theso inner gardons aro 
boautiful with rose bushes, lilies, geran- 
iums, and spirma. 

My return journey took mo by an- 
other route, “and gave mo a very 
different impression, I was riding 
upon an ass and thero was an- 
other ass, a little one, a  truculont 
tawny, chestnut, yellow-eyed Chinose 
pony, already responsible for tho death 
of a young Chinese novice at the Moni 
tery, whom he violently threw to his - 
destruction, and the two boys, It was 
the rich, gorgeous, summer time, when 
nature, in Milton’s phrase, everywhere 
wears her most “ gaudy trim.” Wo loft 
from the opposite side to that.on which 
‘we had arrived; wo began to ascond at 
once, climbing a very abrupt mountain 













































Up and up, and up and up, 
and up and up, we mounted, till 
from the height’ to which we had 





the hills below, which from 
alley screen theso mountains from 
the view, became their visible footstools, 
There is oue conspicuous mountain in 
that neighbourhood, said to have au eleva- 
tion of 3,000 metros, or 9,000 feet. The 
highor we got, tho denser was the bus! 
and woodland growth. After roaching 
our highost point, we had again to make 
a steop dosvont, aud thon passed through 
some woodland scenery, as fino as any- 
thing I have seen in Perthshire, or 
elsewhere in Scotland, or in Germany. 
‘The ‘brilliant’ green and the frequent 
streams, and their faces of precipitous 
rock, looming from’ out the woodland 

















growth, were all most pleasing to the 
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eye. We ‘were far from the highroad 
6a this return journey and the villages, 
inns, and poople were all more rustic— 
troops of uaked children, «nd half-naked 
peasants, mostly as lean as herrings. 
Funny it is to seo little, naked Jubnny, 
solemnly working with father, hoeing the 
field, carrying the buckets on bymboopoles. 
Our’ efternoon march: caused me much 
afiction on » ccount of an inflamed hoil and 
now under the blaze of the suo we were 
again traversing a witle, shingly beach. for 
many miles, with the grateful, cooling 
green, fir out of reach on either side, 
butit was good to belioid, especially wher 
nearer to hand, maize, corn, tobacco, 
sugarcane, pleasant clumps of trees, and 
cool village wells, with Chinamen lying 
on the square enclosing wall. But all 
this was later, after a loug probation of 
arid desolation and exposure. Our 
courier know where, and whore only, he 
would stop, and, as we passed village 
aftor village, and it was past 8 p.m. 
in my affliction I grew wild. ‘The courier, 
aChristian, monastery-bred, knew a scrap 
or two of Fronch. Leried out in my grief, 
“aujourd’kui c'est votre tour, mais ming- 
tien (demain), hotien (apres demain) jo 
no bouge plus,”-but at last wo arcived 
and I was soon refreshed and restered. 
Subsequently our’ sure-fuoted arses ¢ am- 
bered perpendicularly up and down up on 
thoir heads over two lofty ranges of moun- 
tains, over roads, the composition of which 
of worn white stones, of ovary shape, fixed 
and wedged in the groand, beggars 
Goscription, No one but an ass can 
travel over thom, and perbaps no ono but 
an agg would, On the top of each eleva- 
tion was a stone arch of triumph with 
a.templo of demons alongside. On tho 
fourth day wo came down into the valley 
through a, long file of villages, stopping 
at the Iast ono, and in the morning wo 
ore to the right through intersections 
of water, and wonded our way to the 
right through a emiling country back 
through the bau! of Poking to tho 
hospitable entertainment of the Peitang.

M. DE WITTE’S RELATIONS 
WITH THE OZAR.. 


SOME CURIOUS STORIES. 


‘The following passages from a com- 
munication from a St, Petersburg 
correspondent’ which wo find in our 
exchanges aro of interest at a moment 
when the eyes of the world are so 
largely fixed upon the doings, of M. de 

” Witte « 

In St. Petersburg tho firm belief 
provails that tho first step towards peace 
between Russia and Japan will bo 
peace between the Czar aud M. de 
Witte. “When it comes to making 
peace, the work must inevitably be left 
to Witte,” it is argued; “for he is the 
only man we have—that wo must all 
allow—who, could even attempt to hold 
his own against Ito and Katsura, Our 
‘one chance of obtaining fair terms is. to 
Jeave the arranging of thom to him, 
‘This ~ oven the Czar knows. When 
‘once be realises, therofore, that he must 
make peace'with Japan, he will begin by. 
making peaco with Witfe.” There is in 
fact much’ anxious conning over of the 

“Czar’s reasons for chorishing ill-will 
against this man who, with all his faults, 




















is, as frionds and foes alike admit 
ablest statesman, most far-sighted dipl 
matist, and most skilful financier Russia 
can to-day call her own. 

“ Why doss Czar Nicholas dislike M. 
de Witte?” isa question that is. asked 
at every turn in St. Petersburg just now, 
and almost alwaysin a tone that implies 
regret that he should dislike him.. And 
the answer given is more often than . not, 
“The Czar does not dislike Witte: he 
hates him.” That the Czar does really 
hate his former Finance Minister no one 
can doubt who over sees the two togather, 
for his Majesty makes no attempt to 
conceal the fact; on the contrary, it 
almost seems sometimes as if he wont out 
of his way to emphasise it, Even in 
public, at State entertainments, he will 
frown if his eyes fall upon him, ‘and be- 
come nervous and ircitable if forced by 
Court oti to address him. At 
couucil meetings it is an open secret that 
for months past he has treated him not 
ouly with a lack of the most ordinary 
courtesy, but with direct personal 
rudeness. Upon more than one occas- 
ion, indeed, his demeanour towards him 
has been iusulting in the extreme, Hoe 
has even gone so far as to tell him 
openly that he does not trust him; that 
ho believes as little in his patriotism 
and his loyalty as in his statesmanship 
aud bis diplomacy. Again and ngain he 
has taunted him with being pottifoggin, 
in his views, a huckster at heart; and 
has told him that be looks upon him as 
being neither a true Russian uor yet a 
true friend to Russia. Nay, it 
said that he has called bim—in his 
absence, bien entendu—a traitor, and 
has implied that, whon framing his 
policy as Financo Minister, ho thought 
more, of the’ success of his own schemes 
than of the. honour and glory of Russia. 
‘Thero is little doubt that it was with 
the Czar’s full knowledgo and. consont 
that M.~Plebve, only an hour or two 
before he was killed, signed that decree 
by which the police were authorised, in 
















































-Jeortain circumstances, to seize M.” do 


Witte’s private papers. 

Cautiously enough, while proclaimin, 
aloud that he kes nor trusts M. 
-y. turn .shows. 
plainly, thongh unwittingly, that in bis 
heart he has more faith in him than in 
anyono else. Whenovor things go wrong, 
and they always are going wrong, h 
cat thought is always to eend for kim; 
and although he rarely acts on his'advie 
ho always insists on having it. Eve 
whon most angry with him, he confided td 
bini tho task of carrying ont tho Reform 
Resoript, in spite of all BM. Pobiedonostzeff 
could say or do; just as, » few months 
before, he had confided to him tho task of 

ranging the Commercial Treaty with 
many. ‘The famous Religious Tolera- 
tion Edict, which be published recently, is, 
as all the world knows, the handiwork of 
his former Financo Minister. Moro than 
‘once of late M. de Witte has expressed 
the wish to resign his position as Pre- 
sident of the Committoo of Ministers, but 
he was refused permission to do so; and 
when he annotnesd his intention of 
leaving Russia the Czar was seized with 
something very like a panic. Evidently 
his Majesty is alive to the fact that it 
behoves him, for the sako of his own 
safety, to oop within his roach Russia's 
‘one strong man. 

If a courtier were asked: what reason 
the Czar has for his pronounced dislike of 
his former Minister, he would probably 




































reply, “Oh! _ Witte is so uncouth ; 
he has no manners at all, and steps on the 
‘Tmperial toes at every audience.” And to 


‘a certdin extent he would be -right. 





Sergius de Witte is far too much in earnest 
to be courtly : there is nd doffing of hats, 
no bending of knees about him ; and speak 
with b ted breath he simply caunot, even 
when in. the presence of the Great White 
Czar. It is extromoly probable, therefore, 
that Nicholss the Second, «who has lived 
all his life in an atmosphere of adulstivn, 
finds his manners a little trying; _stili, 
this does ‘not ‘explain his dislike 
of him, as these traits "sre nob niore 
trying now. than they were (hree years 
ago, when he was devoted to hi and 
treated him as a friend, As a point f 
fact, it was not until the Yalta episode 
that he showed any signs of ill-will towards 
him, When M. de Witto returned from 
his famous. tour of inspection through 
Siberia, he found his fellow-Ministers 
wringing their hands; for a charlatan of 
the worst type had, by dint of some 
spiritualistic jargon or other, captured the 
Car completely, and installed himself by 
his side as adviser-in-chief.. He started off 
at once for Yalta, where the Court was 
then in resid-nce, and-had a long inter- 
view with the spiritualist, followed by 
a short. one with the. Ozar. Of what 
he said and did the world knows nothing ; 
but pitience is not his strong: point; 
and as ho was dealing with an adventurer 
ou the ove haud aud a weakling on the 
other, it is possible that ho used. his 
strength a little brutally. Bo this as it 
may, the spiritualist was put to ‘flight, 
aud’ tho Czar’s feolings werd soroly 
wounded. Ho does not, howover, scom 
to have waxed resentful until M, Plohve 
appeared upon tho scone, and told him 
that Witte was regarded in Borlin as the 
rulor of Russia. From that day to this 
the relations between the. two, havo 
alu been moro or less strained. Since 
the time when M. Plehve was murdorod, 
they havo become moro strained than 
bofore, owing to the fact that MI. de Witte, 
far from exprossing horror at tho dood, 
expressed only very. moilified regret, 
holding that the murdered man had 
richly deserved the fate he met. When 
this was reported to Czar Nicholas his 
indignation knew no bounds. Ho “do- 
clared that Witto should nover again bo 
allowed to onter his prosence, Within 
twenty-four hours, however, he changed 
his mind aud sont for him in all haste, 
What renders the making of porce- 
between the Czar and M. de Witte the 
more difficult is the fact that the latter 
has just as bitter a feoling against the 
former, a8 tho formor against the latter. 
If Czar Nicholas dislikes his Minister 
because of his aggressive strongth, hi 
‘old Minister dislikes the Czar because 
of his vacillating weakness. Thero. is 
no touch of the lamb in M. de Witte ; 
when he is struck he strikes back, even 
though the striker be his’ Soveroign. 
There is probably uot another living 
Russian who would have dared to de- 
nounee the Czar as ho denounced him, 
openly, face to face, for allowing Russia 
to be dragged into the present war; 
or who would have had the courage to 
ll him, as he did, that the St. Viadi- 
mir’s Day massacre was a “crime which 
neither God nor. the nation would over 
forgive.” He is furious with the Czar 
for having turned a deaf enr-to his warn- 
ings, and ho shows it. Had his advice 
been takon, as he tolls him, there would 
have beon no wae disasters, no disgrace- 
ful surrendors, uo defeats, For months 
ho was forcod to play the, réle of Cas- 
saudra, but now ho, is playing one more. 
to his taste, Ho rails against all who 
had a hand in. bringing about this war, 
and denounces. them as the bitter 
oromies of Rassia. Little wonder’ ho 
feels strongly on the subject, for the war, 
























































by undermining the credit of the Empire, 
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as alreudy undone the work it took him 
as Finance Minister ten-long weary years 
todo, The acxt work he does, however, 
will have good security before he does it. 





For the future, the Czar will have to pay! 


him for his services in advance—at a high 
price too. It is doubtful whether even the 
Chancellorship would be accepted unless 
on terms conferring security of tenure,—

1.—When any person is sentenced to 
suffer the punishment of death, such 
sentence shall be executed in His Mujasty’s 
prison at Shanghai, but when the Judge 
Lrying the ease is satisfied that the cirouin- 
stances of the case make it desirable that 
that sentonce should be executed wit 
the district where the trial hns byen held 
and that .ltere is suitable provision for the 
proper ex-cution thereof in,ttis Majesty's 
prison for such district, he niay at the time 
of passing sentence order that the sentence 
be executed in such prison. 

2.—When the Judge orders a-sentence « 
of death to be executed ab Shanghai, the 
prisoner under sentence shall ‘be removed 
to His Majesty’s prison at Shanghai at-the 
earliest convenient opportunity and there 
detained until the direction of Bis 
Majesty's Minister ag to the execution ‘or 
commutation of such sentence is given.

Geld 
in front of the Custom House, and we 
stayed there fi'teen minutes. I{hen went 
to my duty at the United States Consu- 
Ine, ‘That was at 8 p.m. ‘There was » 
thi'd man with us_on the front. He 
appeared to be quite’a sane man and he 
went away before I did to Frenchtown, 
where he is employed at a hotel. He 
lives in the same house also and we all 
three are Mussulmans, ‘The deseased kept 
his money with a Chinese Mussulniwn 
priest. Lvka was a- municipal bandsman 
and a very good man. He was two 
months out of employment at the time of 
his death. He did not drink. 

Abdul Rahman said: Iam a Chinese and 
the son of apriest. I knew the dereased 
and had money of his in my keeping— 
$338, a bank Lonk, and a certificate. ‘The 
deceased was a very quiet man and [ do 
not know that he had any particular 
nemies, I wou'd be surprised if I wer:

I first saw the body at tho 
hospital shortly after admission—at 5.15 
aim. on Taesday. I was called at onco ou 
the man being received. ‘Tho body was 
that of a man about fifty years of ago, 
spare and rather feeble in build. ‘The 
body was still warmand together with 
the clothing, a cotton sleeping-suit, was 
copiously soiled with blood. 

‘Lhe Goroner—As there is an accused 
now, this isa preliminary inquiry and, he 
ought to he present.

Dr. Marsh, continuing, snid—The blood 
was ooz-ng froma: large’ gaping wound in 
the throat.

All the wounds 
presented sharply defines), clean-cut edyea, 
as fom a Weapon which must lave hae « 
sharpness like a razor blade. ‘The chief 
1d in the throat was seved inclies long 
arted an inch.to th left of the 
ipe und soon bacame from one iuch 
to one and three-quarter inches deep in the 
throat, complotely soveritig the wind- 
pipe. For the first threo inches it had 
almost an horizontal course from left to 
right, and was continued upwards at the 
right side of the neck to a point two 
inches behind the right ear. ‘The largo 
superficial blood vessels and branches of 
the main deep vessels were complotely 
severed in the wound and would directly 
necount for death by hemorrhago. From 
the numbor, position, direction, charactor, 
and size of the wonnds I conclude that 
they were not self-inflicted, and that 
more than ono attompt had beon mado 
to wound the throat, and that tho 
































was bleeding vory badly both from the 
hands and tho throat. I accompaniod 
himm to the hospital. He was carried on 
tho police ambulance. ‘The deceased was 
Arossed in a sleoping suit, had a cap on, 
and his feet were bare. 

Sistor Pauline of the Geveral Hospital 
gave tho following evidence: I received 
the deceased at the hospital. He was 
brought in at5.15 a.m, Ho was not able 
to speak and was unconscious. Ho lived 
ten or fiftéen minutes after I received 
him. He had very bad wounds in the 
throat. 

Tho Coroner adjourned the inquiry till 
10 am. next day.

Later 
the prisoner said: “When I went upatairs 
to the room he lived in the Indian was talle- 
ing bad things.

my shoes got left in the room.” That is 
all he said to me, : 











perpetrator inflicted the wounds from 
tho right side of the deconsed and cut 
the throat across from left to right, 
using either a razor or similar sharp- 
edged and broad-bladed weapon.

‘The 
total number «f offices on the 31st. of 
December last was 1,319, all this 
being clearly shown, with » full list 
of the offices,.on the mup accompany- 
ing the report, ‘To readers in China 
it is unnecessary. to explain how com- 
munication between :the offices is 
maintained, the only difficulties aris- 
ing where couriers have to be

Tux “Kobe Herald” has tho following 
telegram with reference to the boiler 
explosion on the U.S. 8. Bennington at 
San Diego, Cal.:— 3 

San Francisco, 22nd July. 

‘Towday added to the horror of the 
Bonnington disaster. Forty men are now 
dead as a result of the frightful explosion 
of a boilor of that gunboat. ‘Twenty-five 
aro missing and aro believed to have beon 
drowned. Sixty-six is now the total of 
tho injured, This makes tho total casual- 
ties of this accident, 131 dead, wounded, 
and missing. ‘The injured men passed 
away during the night. ‘Thirteon of those 
who were rescued hurt by the flying 
wiookago or scalded by tho stoam 
succumbed before daylight. Six other 
injured ones wore. discovered after the 
ist was prepared last evening Despite 
a search which lasted all night and is 
still going on, 25 of the Bennington’s 
crew are not to be found. It is almost 
cortain that they perished in the waters 
of the harbour. Probably tlity throw 
themselves overboard to escape the 
hissing stoam, or, driven mad by their 
agony, deliberately sought suicide in the 
cooling tide. Physicians have hurried to 
San Diego from Los Angeles and e1 
from this city. Specialists from all o 
this part of the country are offering their 
services to the brave boys of the navy. 
Society women of San Diego proffered 
their homes for the housing of the injured 
and the big hotels did the same. At 
Coronada beach, just across the bay from 
San Diogo, a large sum has been collected 
as well as in San Diego, to give every 
possible luxury to the wounded. Th 
newspapers of the whole country, in their 
editions this morning, clamour for a 
soarching -investigation. of the explosion. 
It is asserted that carelessness was at

For somo time past the Vicoroy hora 
has had his eye on aman of advanced 
views named Chu Kuei. ‘The unfortunate 
fellow is only thirty-throo yours of ao, 
Dut ho has soon n good deal of life. fo 
went to Honolulu at the, age of cighteou, 
aud spont some eight years there and 
learnt English well. Then ho lived at 
different times in Japan, in Hongkong, 
andin Macao, Lutely he has been teach- 
ing x school—rather in one of the now 
colleges about which I wrote last time— 
Houngsban. ‘There is no donbt 
that he is a man of advanced views, and 
thore are whispers that he is hand in 
glove with Kang Yi-wei, Whon tho 
coolio traffic was at its height in 
Hongkong, he was omployed by ono of 
the firms as interpreter, It is obvious 
'thorefure that Chu is not ono of the com- 
mon crowd. He has for somo reason ot 
other incurred the suspicions of the 
Viceroy, who has charged him with 
sympathising with the rebels in Kuangsi, 
and supplying them with weapons.

© The Boycott in Esse. 

As you know thero has been a yood dev 
of trouble at Amoy because of the eagerness 
of the paople to xpply the boycott. ‘There 
has been nothing of the kind here in 
Canton, though there hus’ beea a deter- 
mined attempt to apply the buyeo't, by the 
Press and also by sume of the merchunts, 
who, probably, are but remotely int 
ested in the movement, personally. How- 
ever, there have been ‘reports »f strong 
feelings in the native colleges, and when 
the young men have been addces-ed, 
they have responded. A remarkable caso 
was’ reported hore yesterday. When a 
young student went home for his sum- 
mer vacation ho.saw sundry articles of 
American manufacture in his home and 
called upon his parents to destroy them, 
They, it appeared, smiled at his young 
enthusiasm, and having topurchase others, 























ifthese were destroyed, wore’ somewhat 
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more cautious in their movements. How- 
ever the youth was so much in earnest 
that he refused food. At last his parents 
gavo him liberty to do what he liked with 
‘@ graphaphone, which, some timo ago, 
they had given him as a present. Ho 
then seized the woodknife aud cut the 
instrument to pieces. This having been 
done, seeing that he was unable to coerce 
his parents, ho was satisfied. But m 
while the contagion had infected his 
parents, and they proceeded to throw 
everything they possessed, of American 
manufacture, out of doors, to the groat 

+ delight of the boy. We are unable to 
ascertain how much of this strong feeling 
oxists, but should it discover itself in any 
appreciative number of young men, there 
is the opportunity of the getting up of an 
émoute, which is above all things to be 
deprecated and avoided. 

The American Consul-General 

and the Viceroy. 

‘The “ Canton Times” here reports that. 
tho American Consul bas seon fit to for- 
ward a dispatch lo H, E. tho Viceroy, in 
which ho urges the suppression of the 
agitation which is now taking place here 
in Canton anent the boycott. ‘The argu- 
meuts of the Consul do not strike ono: 
as, at all times, very cogent, aud cortainly 
they are mot with ‘a good deal of point 
by the oditor of the native paper. ‘ho 
Consul states that the two countries 
volved are well able to sottle the affair 
under dispute, and as they aro now earry- 
ing on nogotiations with a view to this 
‘end, it is ont of place to-disturb matte: 
He is afraid also of local disturbances, 
and that there will grow up in the hearts 
of the poople a bitterness against foreign- 
ers, which may lead to trouble, and he 
points out the recout émento in Amoy to 
givo point to his argumont, Ho. adds 
that if thero wore trouble at this juncture: 
it would impede the nogotiations now on 
foot between the two countries, and thus 
would hinder rather than assist ao 
satisfactory settlomont. Lastly he 
aftirms that there has always been 
true friendship between America und 
China, and it would be * unfor- 
tunate if now anything were allowed to 
crop up which should weaken this friend- 
ship, which has existed for such a long 
time, We have omitted a point or two, 
but the gist of the dispatch seems to be 
as we have indicated. ‘he editor is 
amusing when he is dealing with the ques- 
tion cf mutual friendship, and asks sume- 
what, sarcastically, if it is usual for-two 
people, who are attached to each other, to 
seok to exclude the ove from the society 
of the other, If such a friendship has 
existed, there is but one way to conserve 
it, and’ that is to relax the restrictions 
which now: prevent the Chinese. from 
enteri 3 America, The Viceroy's answer 
to the Consul I have not seen, but he has: 
issued an edict, aud therein he has in-, 
structed the Provincial ‘Treasurer, the 
Provincial Judge, and the Sale Commis- 
sioner, to inform all the officials under 
them that they see that nothivg be allowed 
which shall be contrary to iuteraxtional 
law, aud further, that no local disturbances 
be vllowed, or any appearance of inter- 
ference. with individual persons of what- 
‘over nationality. It would appear th 
fore as if the Viceroy, whilst determining 
‘that there shall be no riots and no distur- 
bance, is in sympathy with the movement 
rather (han otherwise, and that he really

powerful Ilterati and gentry have charged 
the company with allowing foreigners to 
have shares in the concern. ‘The chargo is 
that, though their oxmes do not appear 
openly, yet for all-that, thoy have an 
interest in the line. These “discontented 
folk have therefore brought the matter to. 
the notice of the Vicoroy who has to 
thrash it out. In his reply he tells the 
malcontents that in tho original plans it 
was provided that foreigners should "be 
employed to assist in laying down the line, 
and then others should be engaged to 
teach the Chineso the way to manipulate 
the machinery. But when their work was 
done they would be gradtially discharged. 
But besides this, His Excellency has sent 
outa special official to look into the matter 
and see what the facts really. are. In 
addition to this the Viceroy is deep in 
the throes of « struggle to find ways and 
means to build tho proposed rail from 
Canton to Hankow. Since the orginal 
contract with the American syndicate was 
cancelled, though tha outside public has 
seen few evidences of any activity, with a 
view to pushing forward the work, the 
high officials and the mercantile classes 
not been idle. Recently an increased 
activity has been reported, and it is evident 
that those who have determined to see the 
thing through without the financial -assist- 
ance of the foreigner, aré still at work, and 
are calculating what means are available, 
‘and {from what sources.
